MISERY OF THE SURVIVORS. 

Many of the peopie, both men and women, 
seemed to be fairly crazy. They could not 
control theinsélves and seemed as though 
they were just begining to realize what an 
awful calamity had befalien them. Before 
they had been stunned, unconscious of all 
the horror of the misfortune, but today they 
seemed to be beginnjng to grasp it all. 
The few houses ieft in Cambria City, 
dilapidated as they were, were fil'ed from 
cellar to roof with survivors. As one 
climbed over the débris or, as was necessary 
sometimes, went around it he could look into 
the nouses, sometimes through the doors 
ana windows and sometimes through the 
gaps that had been made by’ the flood. In 
one place there were at least ten or twelve 
people huddled together in the basement of 
a little one-story cottage, one side of which 
had been carried away. Near the front 
was a woman with her head lean- 
ing on the sill of the tidy little 
window. Her eyes were red and tears 
were trickling down her cheeks. She was 
utterly unconscious of tne fact that a younger 
woman was sobbing and crying just behind 
her. So was the man who stood at the next 
window holding achildin his arms. There

WORN OUT WITH EXCITEMENT. 


Weary Sufferers in the Tents Near Johns- 
town—Eatimates of the Dead. 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 3.—[Special.|—The 
day bas been a quiet one here—that 1s, com- 
paratively quiet. There haye been reports of 
lynchings and shooting affrays all day, 
but when traced down they were 
found to exist only in the fertule brains 
One report was that six- 
teen were lynched and another that a num- 
ber were driven into the river and drowued. 
There was nothing to the stories, however, 
when investigated. The presence of the 
military force today made things quiet ascom- 
pared to yesterday, although the excitement 
sull keeps uptoits highest pitch. If one seesa 
man near a dead body he can shoot him with 
impunity, anda claim that his victim was 
rifling the corpse would excuse ,bim and 
make a hero of him. Itis an awful state of 
affairs, especially so with the class of depu- 
ties who are doing guard duty. Under the 
law now existing in this locality he is at lib- 

erty to bang away about.as he chooses. 

The estimates as to the number of persons 
drowned or burned vary now about as much 
as heretofore. Some say only 3,000 and some 
putitas high as 15,000, but no one knows 
anything about it. It is mere speculation 
based on the appearance of the ruins and 
the number of bodies fcund. These latter 
are now estimated at nearly 2.000, but the ac. 
curate number 1s not known. When it is 
considered that temporary morgues have 
beea established at various piaces for many 
miles down the river, that besides this bodies 
have been found here and there for fifty 
miles or more, and that communication with 
various places is almost impossible, it will be 
seen how aifticult it is to get the exact num- 
ber of bodies found. The Relief Com- 
mittee kas issued a bulletin’ giving 
the names of those identified, but it 1s al- 
most impossible that that should be accurate 
either. The scene has been one of such con- 
fusion that they cannot know how many 
were identified. Bodies have been dragged 
outof the water and taken away. They 
have been recognized in the temporary 
morgues and taken away and there is no rec- 
ord of them. Asa matter of fact there was 
no system until about forty-eignot 
hours after the disaster. It spread 
over such an extent of country and was such 
a horrible affair that every one seemed dazed. 
No attempt was made to systematize proceed- 
ings until Sunday. In fact, up to that time 
no one realized what hac happened. But 
now it is dawning ou them in full force. 

Tnonree hundred bodies were discovered this 
afternoon in the sand hill at Kernville, near 
Jobustown. Three hundred bodies discov- 
ered in one place gives some idea of the mag- 
nitude of the disaster. Nothing but facts 
ever can give an adequate idea of it. It is 
beyond imagination. The bodies will be 
buried as rapidiy as possible. being 
left only a short time for identification. 
Bodies are discovered almost every lew min- 
ites among tne teaps of débris. Every time

Days 
will eiapse before the rubbish can be 
sufficiently removed to permit the recovery 
of these bodies, and léng ere that every 
corpse will be a putrid mass that in a 
crowded community like this can bring but 
one result—-the dreadful typhus. Every bat- 
tleficld has demonstrated the necessity of the 
hasty interment of decaying bodies, and the 
stench that already arises is a forerunner of 
the impending danger. Burn the wreck.”

All these were filled with 
filth, tne accumulation of years, the barn- 
yards’ manure, dirt from henneries and 


swamps that were carried down into the Al- . 


Jegheny River. In addition to this there are 
the bodies of persons drowned. Some of 
these will in all likelihood be secreted among 
the débris and never found. Hundreds of 
carcasses of animals of various kinds are 
also in the river. These will putrefy, throw- 
ing out an animal poison that is most inju- 
rious to the health of the community. All 
this filth and poisonoug matter is be- 
ing carried into the Aliegheny River. 
it will be pumped up into the 
reservoirs and distriouted throughout the 
city. In such case the result most probably 
will be the breeding of infectious and con- 
tagious diseases. Take for example the 
Town of Hazleton, Pa. I think it was there

The result was a typhoid-fever ep)- 
demic and hundreds of peopie lost their 
lives.

A VOICE FROMTHE GRAVE. 


EVIDENCE WHICH THE ENEMIES OF 
 - DR, CRONIN COULD NOT KILL. 


| The Mach-Abused Pamphlet Written by 


the Murdered Man a Year Ago Assumes 
Startling Significance in View of Kecent 
Disciosures—He Prophesied His Tragic 
End, and Outlined the Conspiracy 
Which Has Since Been Laid Bare. 

In the excitement of following clews ap 
parently more tangiblé the remarkabie 
pamphlet published by Dr. Cronin a year be- 
fore his death has been forgotten. But read 


now, in tne light of the developments of the 


last month, the information it supplies may 
prove of the utmost importance. 

When the pews first reached Mrs. T. T. 
Conklin that none of the workmen of P. O. 
Sullivan, the Lake View ice-dealer, bad been 
injured the evening Dr. Cronin was sent ior 


she took a number of these pamphiets from @ 
closet of the doctor’s room and gave them 


to jnquirers, with the statement: 
“Dr, Cronin has been murdered. The 


‘pamphlet will explain the whoie thing.” 


The pamphlet was eagerly scanned. It ap- 
peared to be a jumble of incoherency. It was 
flung aside, and Mrs. Conklin’s remark was 
passed over as the haphazard utterance of a 
womaua. 

But the pamphlet turns out to, have been 
an enigma only to the uninitiated. To those 
conversant with Irish secret society affairs it 
had adefinite meaning when it was issued 
und a startling significance when its author 
disappeared, 

Its title, to begin with, is suggestive of 
everything the police have unearthed. “Is 
It a Conspiracy?” is the title, and the answer 
made by the body of the article asserts that 
acouspiracy was on foot to ruin and, if 
unsuccessful in that, to kill t.e author, and 
that sucha conspiracy bad been in progress 
tor several years, 

THE PROPHECY FULFILLED. 

Whether initiated or uninitiated in Clan-na- 
Gael affairs, all must now be struck with the 
prophetic character of portions of the pam- 
phlet. After narrating the history of the coo- 
spiracy to Nov. 27, 18587, in the form of a dia- 
logue between a reporter and himself, Dr. 
Cronin makes the reporter inquire: 

“It strikes me, doctor, that your funeral 
would be a largely attended one?”’ 

His answer was: 

“ Yes; and the ‘ cause of death’ extensive- 
ly inquired into.” 

Ne prophet, in the golden age of prophecy, 
could have more correctiy foretold the prb- 
cession of 7,000 mourners which followed his 
recovered body through the streets Sunday, 
May 26, or the unparalleled investigation 
which has been prosecuted since May 4 bv 
friends, detectives, manrepneers, police, and 
public as to the cause of his death. ith 
what emphasis even he charged the words 
“cause of death’’ by special marks! 

Vr. Cronin’s pamphlet opens with an ac- 
count of a report started Sunday afternoon, 
Nov. 27, 1887, to the effect that he had been 
shot and killed on account of a woman.

The author states that by an accident a 
German fnmend, who was then connected 
with the musical won of the Cathedral of 
the Holy Name, learned the source from 
which the report had originated. His own 
investigations afterwards verified the Ger- 
man’s statement. @ doctor then says the 
slander was star in a saloon on Clark 
street, near Chicago avenue, by three men 
whose identity he conceals from the general 
reader by vague terms of description. 
saioon proves to have been that of Patrick 
Dolan. 3 

WHOM THE DOCTOR SUSPECTED. 
One of the three men accused would now 
recognized by- any student of the re- 
cent developments of the case as Flor- 
since .dead, a brother 
of Alexauder Sullivan. Evidently the author 
did not consider the other two men as impor- 
tant in connection with the origin of the re- 
port, as be indicates who tney are with less 
definiteness than he does the one named. He 
refersto Fiorence Sullivan as ‘‘ the brother 
of the main instigator,’”’ thus showing ‘hat he 
regarded Alexander Sullivan as the chief plot- 
ter in the conspiracy which the pamphiet is 
intended to expose. 

The report of the shooting, he charges, was 
an “attempt to destroy my reputation as a 
physician and my hoaorasaman.” But he 
adds, philosophically: ‘** This slander, though 
widely circulated, can be lived down as 
others from the same source’‘have been.”’ 

Then foliows a rewarkable statement. 

“My friends advise me to apply to the 
grand jury (to stop the machinations against 
me), but while I am sending these men to the 
penitentiary it will involve the punishment 
of scores of innocent dupes, who, like clay in 
the potter’s hands, have been molded to suit 
the purposes of the arch conspiraior.”’ 

Itfor “scores of innocent dupes’”’ the 
names of such men as P. O, Sullivan, De- 
tective Coughlin, Woodruff, alias Biack, 
Canarles Loug, the Toronto reporter, William 
Dwyer, the street-car conductor now in Can- 
ada, and Miss Annie Murphy. be substituted, 
and for *“‘the arch conspirator” the name of 
Alexander Sullivan, an accurate idea may be 
obtained as to the classified estimate placed 
by Dr. Cronin at that time on the enemies 
engaged in the couspiracy which he declared 
to be then progressing toward a trayic finale. 

WHY THE PAMPHLET WAS WRITTEN. 

The purpose of the pamphiet is explained 


as foliows: ° 
*] mtended to put [a history of the con- 


| spiracy] into the hands of as many so gee 


ble, with the hope at least of heading off any 
future ‘jobs,’ while explaining the animus of 
this latest one.” 

After asking himself the question: 

“Then you have enemies who rejoice 
at your ‘removal,’ though too cowardly to at 
tempt it themselves?”’ 

And answering it: 

“It would seem so, since they look up a 
woman for the purpose.”’ 

Dr. Cronin proceeds with the history of the 
conspiracy. 

He begins with the famous Palmer House 
committee of Jauuary, 1886. This committee 
was composed of Dr. Cronin, W. J. Hynes, 
W. P. Rend, Jobn F. Scanlan, Mortimer 
Scanlan, Dr. John Guerin, Morris Morris, 
and John Devoy. The object for which this 
committee met was to devise some new plan 
for sending funds to Ireland as a substitute 
for the mediumship of the *“‘triangle”’ of the 
Clan-na-Gael. Dr. Cronin’s persistent 
charges against the old triangie, Alexander 


‘Sullivan, Michael Boland, ang Dennis C. 
‘Feely, had by this time made an impression. 


A feeling of distrust about placing money in 
the hands of a secret committee, not subject 
to account, permeated such men as 
composed the Palmer House meeting. 
Dr. Cronin brought - forward his 
charges again on this occasion, ard 
he reports the expressions of “just indigna- 
tion”? and “unmeasured denunciation” with 
which others pres¢@ht characterized the chiet- 
tainship of Alexander Sullivan as haying 
“almost wrecked once spiendid lIrish-Ameri- 
can organizations.’’ A few months before 
their meeting the members of the Palmer 
House Committee had sent $10,000 direct to 
Parnell, und the result of their consultation 
was a determination to continue wo send 
money for the Irish cause in that way rather 
than through the devious “exchange’”’ of the 
“ triangle.’ 

Dr. Cronin then lays at the door of Alex- 
ander Sullivan and others a circular waich 
was distributed shortly after the meeting 
ridiculing the personne! of the speakers who 
had criticised the chieltain at the Palmer 
House meeting. 

THE “WILSON ESTATE.” 

He next proceeds to show the consequences 
which were visited on himself for the part 
he took in that committee. Shortly aiter- 
wards he received a iletter from -his sister, 
Mrs. VCarroil, residing at St. Catharines, Ont., 
informing him that two men had called on 
her in his interest as devisee to the ** Wilson 
estate’’ in Winnipeg, which was represented 
to be an estate left to the doctor by an old 
friend. As a concition precedent to tne 
agevisee taking possession a series of ques- 
tions had been fut to Mrs. Carroli, which 
Were said to require affirmative sworn an- 
swers. Assuch answers ANvuid have seri- 
ously compromised her brother, Mrs. Carroll 
refused to give them, even if an estate did 
depend on them, and wrote to the doctor for 
advice. 

“Something is wrong with Mr. Wilson of 
Winnipeg,” he wrote ber. and set about an 
investigation as to who her visitors had been. 
He found that they were a British Canadian 
detective named Rogers of Toronto and an 

te of his named Wynne of Niagara,

Starkey stated that a Dr, Cieve- 
land of the south end of the county had 
been implicated in the case for a faulty 
treatment of afracture. Dr. Cronin was de- 
sired asa referee of the medical questious 
involved. He consented to act. 
THE BOGUS LAWSUIT, 

Three days later Dr. Cronin was sum- 
moned by a note from Starkey to the magis- 
trate’s office. There he found Starkey and 
David Callaghan. Callaghan was represent- 
ed as the opposing lawyer to Starkey, and 
was present to test the referee’s knowledge 
of medicine and surgery. Starfey on the 
direct eXamination and Callaghan on the 
cross drew from the doctor a statement of 
the various places, with dates, at which he 
had lived. The question of Dr. Cleveland’s 
maipractice was passed ane over. 

But Dr. Cronin’s fee of $5 as referee was 
paid by Starkey. and the doctor, beyond 
thinking that the lawyers had quizzed him 
rather closely about himself, gave the matter 
no further reflection. : 

But the inquisitors had not secured as ful 
a biography as they desired. March 13 Cal- 
laghan called on Dr. Cronin and requested 
his services as a medical expert in the case 
of “E. G. Harlin vs. J. B. Wilson,”’ pending 
in the Surrogate Court of New York. A 
youth, heir ‘to $40,000, had received a fracture 
f-om a fall on the ice. He had been attended 
by a Dr. Harlin, who, on applying splints to 
the fracture, made an error in coaptation, 
and, notwithstanding the consequent short- 
ening, had sent in a bill for over $1,000. The 
guardian of the lad, temporarily residing in 
Chicago, wished to get the testimony ofa 
competent physician as to whether payment 
of the bill should be retused for use on the 
trial in New York, March 27. , 

The third day afterward Dr. Cronin was 
examined in Justice Lyon’scourt. Crllaghan 


Wason hand for the youthful and unforfu- 


nate heir. Charles M. Hardy for tne ava- 
ricious Dr. Harlin, while A. D. Williston, a 
stenographer, was present to take down Dr. 
Cronin’s deposition. Callaghan put the doc- 
tor through much the same sort of examina- 
tion in cliuef that Starkey had in ** Jones vs. 
Smith.”’ Hardy, as Dr. Hurlin’s attorney, 
then unfolded a number of documents, cau- 
tuoned the witness as tothe importance of 
the case, and warned him to be careful, as 
his memory would be severely tested. 
LAWYER C. M. HARDY AS INQUISITOR. 

Of what followed Dr. Cronin gives a 
graphic description, seasoning it with a touch 
of Irish humor until he reaches the point 
where he discovered the imposition being 
piayed on him and becomes justly indignant. 

“from the land whence a tond mother 
bore me in infancy,” he says, *‘to New York, 
the city of my early years; to the new home 
of my parents, where Niagara thunders un- 
ceasingly; from the Allegheny to the Sus- 
quehanna and tnence to the Mississippi, the 
inguisitor hurried me, with no thought of his 
game on my part, until, evidently irritated 


‘by the mare’s nest he was approaching, tie let 


fallaremark that like a flash brougat back 
to me ‘two men’ and the ‘ Wilson estate in 
Winnipeg.’ Giving no iodication of this, I 
went into details regarding confirmation, for 
of this ceremony Hardy seemed somewhat 
ignorant, and by a fortunate circumstance this 
explanation served as tne connecting link 
with events farther on. The whole thing 
was now ciear to me. Hardy was a tool, 
‘my’ attorney another, and Williston, as 
he afterwards showed, was there for no good 
purpose. Arealization of deep wrong dons 
me, in the sacied name of law, almost over- 
came me; but by a supreme effort I mastered 
it, unnoticed by the pletters. Having reached 
the end of his catecuism (what a sum their 
preparation must have cost!) Hardy turaed 
me over to the other side for the * redirect.’ ”’ 
THE PLOT INVESTIGATED. 

Dr. Cronin then began a systematic investi- 
gatibn as to the character of the suits in 
which his depositions had been taken. He 
found they were bogus. Mary Jones, 
and John Smith, and E. G. Harlin, and J. B. 
Wilson were ail myths. Next he sought to 
ascertain the relawon oneto another of the 
lawyers who had inveigied him into relating 
the history oi his’ life by these legal frauds. 
He found that Starkey, Hardy, and Callaghan 
were one firm and that Callaghan was 
Starkey’s brother-in-law. Next he hunted 
for the instigator of the-exawmations. He 
found that Stenographer Wiilliston’s office 
adjoined that of Windes ana Sullivan, their 
telephone being in Williston’s office. Alex- 
ander Sullivan was at the telepnone when 
Dr. Cronin éntered, and the man since mur- 
dered records that *‘ the ominous presence at 
the telephone” bronght vividly to his mind 
the Palmer House committee and every step 
of the relentless plotting which had dogged 
bim since he had gained the committee’s ad- 
herence to his views about the Irish secret 
‘funds. 

Dr. Cronin again received a fee for his 
services as an expert, and the letter inclos- 
ing the money, asin the other case also, is 
among the papers turned over to the commit- 
tee of his friends. Hetriedto geta certifi- 
cate from Williston, stating that he nad taken 
the shorthand notes at the examination, but 
Williston refused to give it. He obtained, 
however, from Justice Lyon a certificate 
covering all the facts of the examination in 
Harlin vs. Wilson, and from Justice Prindi- 
ville’s clerk, John M. Murray, a similar cer- 
tificate in Jones vs. Smith, and these papers 
are in the hands of the committee. 

THEY FOUND A CLEAN RECORD. 

With the names of the places at which 
Dr. Cronin had lhved and the dates of his 
residénce thus obtained, his record at St. 
Louis, St. Catharines, points in Pennsylvania, 
and other places was searched for vulnerable 
points by tke conspirators. They must 
have found it clean, for they made no use of 
what they found. On the contrary, the 
tactics were changed and the sensational 
story about the shooting trumped up here, 

Among those who took part in the inquiry 
into Dr. Cronin’s record was Reporter Long, 
He went to Sc. Louison that errand, and 
questioned Dr. O'Reilly and many others in 
regard to the pbysician’s life there. 

Dr. Cronin asserted, published, and reiter- 
ated that Aiexander Sullivan was. respon- 
sible for these vurious and continued pro- 
ceedings against him. In the pamphlet he 
pronounces him the *main instigator of the 
record-nupting,’’ **the man at the wheel,” 
the **moving spirit,’’ the *‘ arch-conspirator.” 

From this history of the conspiracy to Novy, 
27, 1887, when the report of the shooting was 
started, Dr. Cronin looks forward to the 
future with misgivings. He declares that

SURROUNDED BY CONSPIRATORS. 

Butin Chicago—alas! here was a condi- 
tion of affuirs which caused the law to be 
made a travesty to impede his investigations, 
courts of justice to be converted into the 
agencies Of spies on his private life, seeking 
to find askeleton by which to frighten him 
from his investigations, slanders promul- 
gated to make him drop his investigations! 

W bat would be done when, having finished 
the investigations, he should be ready for 
his disclosures? 

That he knew the danger he ran no one 
can doubt who now reads his pamphlet. His 
concluding words are notable, 

** Doctor,”’ he makes the reporter ask, “ in 
view of this evident conspiracy to do you 
harm, would it not be well to keep a detective 
near you?” 

“ No!" he answers. * Coming as an in- 
fant to this country, my education has been 
thorough’y American. God has given mea 
man’s strength to do a manly part.” 

The honest, feariess man who proposed to 
expose corrupwon was American. But he 
knew that in the Irish secret societies whose 
leaders he proposed to expose there were 
elements not American, and he thought he 
was sufficientiy on his guard. 

Does his pamphlet, which contains the 
prophecy, coutain also the key to the con- 
spiracy which at last did murder him?

Good Reasons Why the Scandalous Reports 
in Circalation Cannot Ke trae. 

The rigid and searching examination of Dr.

of Dr. Cronin dispatches originating at dif- 
ferent points between St. Louis and San 
Francisco have been iodustriously circulated 
to the effect that Dr. Cronin had made many 
conquests among thse ladies and that his suc- 
cess in this respect bad brought him into 
trouble. A malicious article of this kind, 
bearing the impress of untruth upon its face, 


‘appeared in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch May 24. 


This article sought by innuendo to associate 
the name of Dr. Cronin unpleasantly with 
that of Mrs. Conklin,whe is a woman of irre- 
proachable character and whose husband 
was Ur. Cronin’s best friend. The article 


was as follows: 

it is not improbable that the clews in the 
Cronin case, which sre now puzzling the Chicago 
police, will lead to St. Louis before the mystery 
is cleared up. The progress made up to today 
has not been satisfactory. Numerous contra- 
dictory circumstances have been brought to 
light. The ascertained facts are briefly these: 
The victim was decoyed from his residence the 
evening of Saturday, May 4, and his dead body 
was found in a catch-basin a few days ago near 
the spot on Evanston avenue where a blood- 
stained trunk was found early on the morning of 
May 5. The cottage in which the murder was 
committed has been found, but the police have 
not yet discovered any clew to the identity of 
the murderers. 

A thorough investigation of such a crime would 
properly begin prior to Cronin’s removal to Chi- 
cago, Ten years ago Dr. P. H. Cronin was a resi 
dent of this city. Among his most intimate 
friends were T. T. Conklin and his good-looking 
wife, who are now figuring so prominentiy in the 
Chic mystery, toward the closing up of which 
cnay have done littls, though they pretate to 
know considerable. Mr. Conklin will be remem- 
bered by many St. Louisans as the proprietor of 
the Cafe Conklin. which was éstablished on the 
north side of Olive street, between Sixth ana 
Seventh streets, but which did not prove a pay- 
ing investment. Dr. Cronin visited with the 
Conklins. Shortly after they decided to remove 
to Chicago Dr. Cronin came to the conclusion 
that his professional prospects in the Lake City 
were brighter than in St, Louis. He followed 
the Conklins to Chicago and took up his residence 
with them on North Clark street. He had re- 
sided with the Conklins ever since. Conklin kept 
a saloon under the apartments occupied by the 


tor. 
That Dr. Cronin “en have incurred the mor- 
tal natrea of some offended father, brother, or 
husband has not Deen dwelt upon in the calcula- 
tions to solve the mystery of the murder. Yet 
that be was liable to err in this regard is a fact 
known to those who were intimately acquainted 
with him during his residence in this city. 

Dr. Thomas O Reilly, who ksew Cronin and 
who has for many years been a prominent figure 
in Irish affairs, was visited this morning and the 
theories of this remarkable case suggested. 
Speaking of the case and in reply to questions 
Dr. O Reilly said: ‘** Whatever I might say con- 
cerning this remarkable case 1s pom opinion, 
I know nothing of it except as I have learned 
from the published developments. I do not be- 
long to apy secret Organization of any kind 
whatever, but it is: absolutely preposterous to 
suppose that the Clan-na-Gael or any organ- 
ization having similar aims wou!d resort to the 
heinous crime of murder such asthis. What- 
ever injury such an organization or any enthusi- 
astic member might wish to do the English 
Government to help the Irish cause, they would 
not resort to such athing as this. Ido not be- 
lieve that this wasa ~* political assassination,” 
as itis called, but thatitis the result of some 

ersonal private grudge. WhenlI first met Dr. 

Jronin Iwas inclined to think that he wasa 
ypuns man whose acquaintance was desirable. 

ven after be wentto Chicagol corresponded 
with him, but from what I learned soon after his 
removal I decided to drop his acquaintance. I 
regarded him as a friend,.but { found that com- 
ing to measa fricnd he attempted to involve 
meina transaction in which I would have suf- 
fered a considerable loss, This he attempted to 
inveigle me into pretending to be afriend. _ 

Conklin and Mrs. Conklin were the best 
friends of Dr. Cronin. They gave the first 


information of bis disappearance to the + 


police, and described the person who called 
for him and the horse and buggy with which 
he was taken away. The Conklins gave 
information as to thé message from P. O. 
Sullivan, the card sent by him, the contract 
with him, ete. They had tne custody of Dr. 
Cronin’s papers and kept them. ine intima- 
tion that Conklin had any guilty knowledge 
of tne murder is too absurd to Be entertained, 
and the developmentscf the Coroner’s jury 
show that he could not have had any of the 
motives attributed to him for jealousy or iil- 
will. In view of these circumstances the 
deliberate cffort to smirch the character of 
Dr. Cronin in connect with that of Mrs. 
Conklin has great significauce. Whoever is 
at the bottom of this secondary conspiracy 
may know more of the causes that induced 
the murder of Dr. Cronin thao he cares to 
reveal 


WHAT FATHER DOBRNEY FOUND, 


His Examination of Alexander Sullivan’s 
| Books Not Too Thorough. 

Father Dorney was asked last night for 
particulars of the investigation which he 
made into the accounts of Alexander Sulli- 
van. 

“I wish to say in the first place,” said 
Fatner Dorney, “ that I have never investi- 
gated Mr. Sullivan’s atcounts in respect to 
any society funds. Ihave rever testified, 
nor refused to testify, before any committee 
about his accounts. 1 never appeared before 
the Committee of Six. I did not know uatil 
revently that there was such a committee. 1 
only know their names now as I have read 
them in Tue Tripune. Ido not know when 
the committee met. If it met between July 
28 and Sept. 5, as I believe it is said it did, it 
would uot have been possible for me to have 
appeared before it, for 1 was not in this coun- 
try. 

** Now, I'll tell you all there is in my con- 
nection with this affair. Some six or seven 
years ago—in 1882, i think—-Mr. P. W. Dunne 
came to me with the request that I would 
examine Mr. Sullivan’s private accounts. He 
said that Sullivan had been paying off a 
great many debts, and ihbat it was charged 
that he could not supply the funds to do this 
from his own private resources. Mr. Sulli- 
van had agreed to submit his affairs toa 
proper person, and his accusers had chosen 
me. Atthat timel bardiy had u speaking 
‘acquaintance with Mr. Sullivan, but Mr. 
Dunne was aclose friend. 1 undertook the 
examination. There was no investigation 
whatever 2f society accounts. rhe whole 

uestion was whether it were possibie for 

r. Sullivan to make the payments he had 
out of his private resources. 1 wentinto his 
affairs fuliy, and it was my judgment that he 
was amply able to make the payments. A 
gentleman cailed one eyening for my report, 
and I sent down from my room a single line 
written with a leadpencil, saying I found Mr. 
Sullivan fully able to provide ‘ior the pay- 
ments he had made. There the matter ended 
as far as my connection is concerned. I 
never was asked to appear before any com- 
mittee regarding it, and £ made no other 
investigation.”’ 


HOW DID THE MURDERERS ESCAPE? 


An Incident Which Looks as Though They 
May Have Boarded a Waiting Vessel. 
Where are the méo who actually killed Dr. 


Cronin? 

This is the question of questions which the 
authorities investigating the crime find it dif- 
ficult to solve: That the murderers would 
rewaia near ‘tbe scen3 of the crime seems 
barely probable. The mind which was capa- 
bie of conceiving the plot which culminated 
in the ** removai” of Dr. Cronin must. have 
foreseen and arranged for a speedy means of 
escape for the murderers, 

An accident:1eveaied the fact that a murder 
bad been committed, and :t looks as though 
an accident was equally responsible tora 
ciew as to the direcuoo taken by the assas- 
sivas in their fligat. 

A telegram from Racine was received yes- 
terday, as follows: 

RACINE, Wis., June 3.—[Special.]—A small 
row bout. in which two of the murderers of Dr. 
Cronin are believed to huve escaped, is lying 
near the life-saving station at this point. It was 
picked up three duys after the disappearance by 
the tug West, about thirteen miles southeast of 
this port. It answers the description of the 
boat as given in the Chicago papers at the time, 
Itis a biack skiff, with red gunwales. about 
fourteen feet long. flat bottomed, and three feet 
six inch beam. On the bow is painted * No. 1s, 
W. A.” Nothing was found in the boat except 
au old pair of gloves and a pair of oars. — 

This is undoubtedly the boat stolen from 
W. Andreas at the foot of Diversey street. 
Itis believed that the murderers used the 
boat to reaco a vessel or tug living in wait, 
their intention being to carry the trunk with 
its ghastly load out into the lake, sink it out 
of signt forever, and then buard the waiting 
vessel. 

The list of. clearings for May 4 was looked 
up by the police yesterday, und every ves- 
sel’s crew will be subjected to a most rigia 
investigation. Tug-owners will be cailed to 
assist me police in clearingup what may 
prove a most important ciew. Tugs in charge 
of men of other than American nationaly 
will be especially cxamined, and their 
whereabouts the night of May 4 closely scru- 
tinized.

WITNESSES IN THE CRONIN CASE AP- 
PEAR BEFORE THE CORONER. 


New and Important Testimony Submitted 
to the Jary—Mr. and Mrs. Conklin and 
Mr. Scanian Tell About the Murdered 
Physician’s Fears for His Safety—Car'i- 
son Says He Saw Frank Williams and 
TIeeman Sullivan in Conversation. 


“From whom did Dr. Cronin fear danger 


tohislife?” 

“I cannot tell you the person. I can teil 
you the source. Do you mean the syurce 
from which he thought it would come?”’ 

* Yes.” 

“From Mr. Alexander Sullivan,” 

“ Did Dr. Cronin say so?”’ 

“Yes. Not that Mr. Sullivan was the act- 
ual murderer, but cnat it could be traced 
from him. Dr. Cronin had some information 
which he said would be detrimental to Mr. 
Alexander Sullivan—in fact, would probably 
ruin him.’ 

The Cronin inquest had been going on ina 
quiet way, little that was new having been 
brought out. Mrs. Conklin took the stand. 
Every one was attentive. She told her story 
in clear, deliberate language, being outward- 
ly calm, though her flushed face betrayed her 
mental excitement. Interest in her recital 
had begun to flag, nothing huving been pro- 
duced that had not been published time and 
again. Then, in the above words and for 
the first time, the name of Alexander Sulli- 
van was brought in such direct connection 
with the case. 

The attention of the crowd in the room was 
suddenly aroused to the highest pitch, The 
witness repeated what Dr. Cronin haa said 
toher. Her testimony was corroborated by

her: husbanc ana young Scanlan. Mrs. 
Conklin added that the doctor was in con- 
stant fear of his life, that be had never gone 
unarmed in the evening except that fatal 


night whea he was called away in such haste 


he neglected his ordinary precautions. 
Tne testimony, as far as it went, corrobor- 
atea the correctness of Tue TRIBUNE’S ac- 


count of the evidence submitted to the grand 


ury when P. O. Sullivan, Coughbiia, and 
V oodruff were indicted, notwithstanding the 
subsequent denial of the report by the police, 
It went further, in so far as old man Carlson 
testified that Frank Williams, after renting 
the cottage, immediately went over to P. O. 
Sullivan, who was in his backyard, and 
talked with him. 

Tne State’s Attorney procured from young 
Carlson a description of the expressman who 
hauled the furniture to the cottage. The 
young man said the expressman looked like 
a Scandinavian, having hght hair and red 
complexion. _He also talked Swedish with 
him. 

Coroner Hertz, in eliciting the description 
of the man who bought the furniture at 
Revell’s and rented the flat at No. 117 Clark 
street, and of tne one who took Dr. Cronin 
away in the buggy, asked every witness par- 
ticulariy whether or not the stranger had 
gny distinguishing markon bis nose, thus 
showing that the police have kygowledge of a 
man insome way connected with the affair 
who has some such mark. 

The hearing was not without its humorous 
features in spite ot the seriousness of the oc- 
casion. Justice Maboney’s statement that 
he graduated from a letter-carrier to a 
Justice of the Peace, and that he “ wentin 
to getadrink and ieft P. O. Sullivan out- 
side,’’ interfered with the gravity of the pro 
ceedings. 

The taking of testimony was begun in 
Judge Williamson’s court-room at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and will be re 
sumed in Judge Shepard’s room at 
9:30 this morning. Coroner Hertz con- 
ducted the proceedings, State’s Attorney 
Longenecker prompting him. Chief of 
Poiice Hubbard, Capt. Schaack, Lieut. Schutt- 
ler, and a number of officers in citizens’ 
clothes were present. Attorneys Forrest 
ang Donahoe, representing Coughlin and Sul- 
livan, were attentive listeners. The court- 
room was crowded. The jury is character- 
ized by marked intelligenve. Foreman Critch- 
eil displayed great shrewdness in question- 
ing witnesses, not allowing any statement to 
remain incomplete, and often shedding tight 
on puvints which had been overlooked by both 
the State’s Attorney and the Coroner. 

The Coroner formally opened tae proceed- 
ings by saying: 

“Gentlemen of the jury, you understand 
this 1s an adjourned hearing of the inquest 
on a body téund in acatch-basin at the corner 
of Fifty-ninth street and Evanston avenue, 
and supposed to be the body of Dr. P. H. 
Cronin.”’ : 


MRS. CONKLIN CALLED TO THE STAND. 


Dr. Cronin’s Summons to Go on the Fatal 
Journey—The Messenger. 

“Mrs. Conklin,” called the Coroner, and 
Dr. Cronin’s landlady took the stand. 

“Will you teli the jury what happened at 
your house the evening of May 4?” 

“Dr. Cronin was engaged in his private 
room with a woman when the bell was pulled 
violently and I answered it. A man asked 
for Dr. Cronin. He was inahurry. I went 
to the doctor’s door and said: ‘ Doctor, some- 
body wishes to see you quickly.’ He came 
out. This man sat nervousiy on the edge of 
achair. As the doctor approached he rose

ana presented a card. I stood on the 
threshold between the parlor and the 
doctor’s office. The conversation '§at- 
tracted my attention and stopped 
there. This man said: ‘Mr. Sullivan 
is out of the city. He left word that you 
were to attend to his men. Oneof them has 
been terribly injured. We want you quickly.’ 
I heard Dr. Croain ask: ‘ What is the nature 
of the injury?’ The man said the other had 
been run over, and drew his hand across bis 
body to indicate the place. The man said he 
haa a horse and buggy for the doctor, I 
stepped to the window and looked out, and 
noted the horse and buggy particulariy. Dr. 
Croniao hurriedly finished with his patieot 
and wentout. Dr. Cronin never spoke to me 
after that. He took his instruments. a case 
of splints, and some cotton batting, which 
he took up loosely in his arms. He stepped 
into the buggy. I saw the man take tne 
weight from the horse and guickly sling it 
into the buggy. Mr. Frank Svanian stepped 
to the buggy after Dr. Cronin had 
got in. Mr. Scanlan spoke with him a mo.- 
ment. The strange man was impatient. Dr. 
Cronin drew from a side pocket a bunch of 
keys and reached through the side of the 
buggy to give it to Mr. Scanlan.

Harper's Ferry, Point of Rocks, Williamsport, 


Md., Martinsburg, W. Va., and other points 
throughout that section. The. news is still 
indetinite, ana nothing has yet been heard 
from some of the little towns which are be- 
lieved to have been entirely swept away. 
Early this morning the Town of Harper’s 
Ferry was still haif submerged. Many of 
the buildings are undermined and several 
have fallen. The Baltimore & Ohio-bridge 
at that point is the only one saved of the 
many bridges along the Upper Potomac. 

While the fiood, forty-five feet above high 
water mark,was sweeping down the Potomac 
yesterday afternoon three men on the roof 
of a house were dashed against the bridge 
and killed. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio Canal was entire- 
ly washed away, and it now forms part of 
the Potomac River. The Village of Little 
Georgetown, mostly composed of houses oc- 
cupied by employés of the canal, is entirely 
Washed away. Not a vestige of the 
buildings is to be seen. It is 
hoped that nearly all the occupants 
escaped, but several are rerorted drowned. 

The Town of Point of Rocks was badly 
wrecked. The water rose to the second 
stories of the houses and the people were 
gotten outin boats. The Catholic church of 
the town stood back 400 feet from the water’s 
edge. The flood rose to the eaves of the edi- 
fice and washed out the altars and furniture. 

It 1s reported tonight that eight or ten lives 
were. lost at Harper’s Ferry. Most of the 
residents of the place are camping out on the 
hills above the town. The waters are going 
down rapidly, leaving the submerged towns 
filled with mud and wreckage. 


WIPES OUT 1HK OULD CANAL. 


The Chesapeake & Ohio Destroved by the 
Great Fieod—A Famous Canal. 
WasHiINnGTon, D. C., June 3.—[Special.]— 
The Potomac floods promise to benetit the 
railroads in the end because they have wiped 
out the Chesapeake & Ohio canal. The 
canul company has been bankrupt for years 


‘and has neither the means nor the disposi- 


tion torebuild the water highway. Sena- 
tor Gorman, whoisone of the canai com- 
pany’s officers, in speaking of the matter, 
ssid that the great damage done would com- 
pel the abandonment of we canal. He did 
not think it possible for the directors to 
raise one-hundredth part of the money tnat 
would be required to restore the works. The 
abandonment’ of the canal would throw 
many men out of employment, and might 
have a serious effect on the commerce of 
Georgetown. . 

The canal was begun in 15828 and 1s 184 
miles long. In 1851 it was completed to Cum- 
beriand, Md., ana the first barge-load of coai 
came to Washington in 1852. Those were 
busy times on the canal. Georgetown was a 
grevi shipping port. Coal was shipped to the 
sea and provisions and stores carried to Cum- 
berland bound for the West. At Cumber- 
land the old National turnpike commenced, 
which extended to Springfield, [ll ‘The 
canal has received a great deal of help from 
the State of Marylana, which now owns 
many thousand doliars’ worth ot bonds. 

A careful examination of the Washington 
monument will be made. as soon as the 
freshet subsides, by the officers in charge. 
There have been rumors that on account of 
the constant wear of the waters, which still 
surround its base, the foundations of the 
monument have been weakened and there 
ure apprehensions that thedamage will prove 
serious. The soil upon which it stands is ex- 
ceedingly marshy and it does not require 
any great length of time for water to pene- 
trat®. About two years ago Congress passed 
an act ordering the filling ue of Babcock 
Lake, which lay at its vase. his was done 
at the recommendation of the engineer in 
charge, Who gave itas his opinion that the 
water was graduaily working its way to the 
foundations of the monument ana would in 
time undermine it. It is impossible as yet on 
account of the recent flood to Make any ex- 
tensive examinations. 

After reaching the highest mark on recora 
yesterday afternoon the Potomac began to 
fall rapidiy, and this morning the streets in 
South Washington were free from water all 
along the river front. it graduaily receded 
throughout the day, bringing the wharves 
once more to view. 

Hundreds of fish were left behind by“ the 
receding stream and were caught with the 
hands by boys and mea who searched through 
the wet grass of the Smithsonian grounds 
and elsewhere forthem. The Fish Commis- 
sion spread large nets out in the river near 
the monument for the purpose of recovering 
as - many of the German carp which escaped 
from the breeding station as possible. Be- 
sides the carp. a million young shad two 
inches long were set at liberty. by the flood. 
Several schooners and large boats have been 
leit high and dry. 

The lone bridge, which it has been feared 
all along would be swept away by the turbu- 
lent river and the boats and débris which 
smashed against it, remained intact, though 
badly strained, until about 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, when one of the spans next the 
draw broke loose and started down the river. 
One other span will have to ve cut away, and 
tonight or tomorrow the work of. repairing 
the bridge will begin. ae ;

NEARLY ALL ARE MOURNERS. 

There is hardly a family in all Cambna 
City that does not mourn for some one, and 
many is the famiy that was swept entirely 
out of existence. Below it is equatly as.bad. 
At Morreliville people sit on the steps of the 
bouses back a little on the hill and talk of 
the lost ones, Occasionally a cry 1s heard, 
but itis quickly hushed by some comforter. 
Une of thé most noticeable things in the 
whole affair is the number of people, especial- 
ly women, who forget their own griefs in try- 
ing to comfort otners. The picture presented 
is often sublime. Below Morreliville, 
on the long’ stretch where . débris 
has been left 80 thickly, people 
were hunting not for bodies, but for 
traces of their household furniture. Women 


and men were to be seen there pulling up 


the refuse and eagerly examining any ob- 
jects they found. One group was particularly 
noticeable from the earnestness with wich 
they prosecuted their search. Two of them 
were rather young women and one was an 
oid one, all plainly dressed. ‘*That’s yours,” 
said one of the young women as she picked 
up a@smail bureau drawer. The old womau 
threw itdown. ‘No, it isn’t,” she said: Then 
something seemed to catch her eye and she 
picked it up again and logked at it more 
closely. ‘It’s Mary’s,” she (Pied, and she 
sat down in the ruins and began to cry, while 
the younger women tried to comfort her. It 
was only another incident of the day. 


WHERE ONCE WAS THE TOWN, 


Almost Complete Destruction of the Build- 
ings That Adorned Johnstown. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 3.—[Special. |—Tem- 
porary bridges have been built this afternoon 
between Cambria and Johnstown and they 
increase the facilities for getting into the 
city. All are guarded, however, and one can 
get in oniy by presenting a passport. 

The city itseif is beyond the power of pen 


to describe, and what ttere is left of itisa 


mass—no other word will describe it, There 
is tittle left of it, as a matter of fact hardly 
enough for a stranger to disvover the streets, 
although they are easily discernible by peo- 
ple acquainted with the piace. The search 
for bodies is being made by streets, but it is 
slow work. fhe débris has to be removed, 
and even then tke body is apt to be buried in 
the mud. 

“T don’t wonder either,’’ saida man who 
lived on the hill. “That body of water 
didn’t sweep them away at first¢ 1t crushed 
them down. It seemed to come right on top 
of them and to simply grind them down to 
powder at first. The liouses that were left 
after the first onslaught were the ones that 
were carried away.”’ 

There is no telling how many bodies will 
be found before the search is over. 


SELECTING 1Ht PASSENGERS, 


The Pennsylvania Koad More Choice in 
Carrying People to Johnstown. 

Pittsgure, Pa., June 3.—[Special.|—The 

Pennsyivaaia Railroad Company has been 


obliged by the declaration of martial law to | 


put a new rule into force, and it was one that 
was needed. The Pennsylvania people have, 
perhaps, been as much responsibie as any one 
for the lawless gangs that have gotten into 
the devastated region. As soon as the track 
Was open they began carrying people with- 
out regard to who they were or what their 
business was. ‘hey took thousands of them 
up the valley, many of them the worst 
of crooks and toughs, and the _ re 
sult has been that the militia has ha 

to be called out. Trains have been run as 
rapidly as they could be, and every train bas 
been jammed to its utmost capacity. Most of 
those not desperadoes were mere curiosity- 
seekers, who gotin every one’s way. They 
took lunches with them and made general 
nuisances of themselves» Tbey ate on the 
ruins of houses and laughed and joked about 


_ the affair as though it were some amusing 


entertainment gotten up for their especial 
benetit. They jostled about the disconsolate 
groups of people sitting on the hillsides and 
made one wish that some of the Deputy 
Saeriffs would take summary measures with 
them. 

Today the Pennsylvania Company declined 
to take passengers promiscuously. Perhaps 
the fact that martial law would not allow 


them to run trains within seven miles of 


Johnstown may have had something to do 
with this action. 


THE LAKE RAN EMPTY IN AN HOUR. 


A Visit to the Broken Dam—Bonds Against 
Damage Were Given. 

JOHNSTOWN. Pa., Jane 3.—Messrs. H. Sing- 
er, George Singer, Louis Clark, and R. 
Hussey Binns of Pittsourg. relatives of mem- 
bers of the South Fork Fishing Club, have 
just arrived from the brokendam. They all 
bad fmends or relatives at the lake at the 
present time, and, being anxious as to their 
fate, they made a daring break through the 
flooded district and after a careful examina- 
tion returned this morning. 

Mr. Harry Singer, in speaking of the 
trip, said: ‘“‘We left Pittsburg on the day 
express to Sang Hollow about 1:12 o’clock. 
We walked up to Johnstown, but could not 
get across there. We went to Stony Creek, 
a couple of miles, and got a man to carry us 
across, and took the Frankstown road around 
the hill to the lake. It is about ten miles 
from Johnstown to the lake by this road. 
We reached the club-house at 6:20, worn out 
by the tramp. We found that Mr. James 
Clark, son of Charles J. Clark, and two Shay 
boys and Mr. Lewis Aaron had started from 
the lake Saturday on horseback to South 
Fork Station to take the train to Altoo- 
na owing to washouts, and tney are 
still there. There was no one at the 
lake when we arrived except the custo- 
dians of the building and some workmen. A. 
J. Keating and George Wilson arrived last 
night about 11 o’ciock. The lake is complete- 
ly dried out. The dam broke 1n the centre at 
8 o'clock Friday afternoon, and at 4 o’clock it 
wasdry. That great body of water passed 
out in one hour. Messrs. Park and Van 
Buren,who were building a new draining sys- 
tem atthe’ lake, tried to avert the disaster 
by digging 4 sluice-way on one side to ease 
the pressure on thedam. They had about 
forty men at work, and did all they could 
without avail. The water passed over the 
dam about a foot above its top, beginning at 
about 2:30. Whatever happened in the way 
of a cloudburst took place during the 
night. There had been but little rain 
up to dark. When the workmeu awoke 
in the morning the lake was full and was 
rising at the rate of afoot an hour. It kept 
On rising until 2 o’clock, when it first began 
breaking over the dam, undermining it. Men 
were sent three or four times during tne day 
to warn the people below of their danggr. 

When the final break came at 3o’clock 
there was asound like thunder, and trees, 
rocks, and earth were shot up into midair in 
great colamns, and then the wave started 
down the ravine. A farmer who escaped 
said that the water did not come down like a 
wave, but jumped on his house and beat it to 
fragments in an instant. He was safe upon 
the hillside, but bis wife and two children 


were killed. 

At the present time the lake looks like a 
cross between tbe crater of a volcano and a 
huge mud-puddie with stumps of trees and 
rocks scattered over it. There isa small 
stream of muddy waters running through the 
centre of the lake. The dam was seventy 
fect high and the breakis about 200 feet 
wide, and there is buta small portion of the 
dam lefton either side. No damage was 
done to any of the buildings belonging to 
the club. The whole south fork is swept, 
with not a tree standing. “here are but one 
or two small streams here and there in the

PittssurG, Pa., June 3.—The first informa- 
tion from South Fork, where the great lake 
burst which caused the destruction, was re- 
ceived this morning. A courier has just re- 
turned. The lake did burst. It hus been 
doubted. This great pieasure resort ‘as 
betn abandoned. The restraining walis of 
the lake, it is said, have been unsafe for sev- 
eral months and the company gave bond for 
any damage which might result. 


BODIES FOUND NEAK KERNVILLE, 


Nearly 1,000 Corpses Discovered and the 
Fearful Figures Growing Larger. 
Jounstown, Pa., June 3.—It has not been 
generally believed that the district in the 
neighborhood of Kernville would be so ex- 
tremely prolific of corpses as it has proved to 
be. In that part of the town where both the 
river and Stony Creek have done their worst 
Within the last twenty-four hours al- 
most 1,000 boaies have been recovered, 
The _— place is one great repos- 
itory of the dead. One hundred and 
fifty persons were taken out of the 
sand along Stony Creek this morning. Mrs. 
J. T. Harris, wife of the Chief of Police at 
Kernviile, and a family of seven, Mrs. John 
Jones, wife of. Policeman Jones at Kernvilte, 
and a tamily of three or four dhildren, 
drowned, have not been recovered. Stephen 
Jones, or Johns,. No. 1944, Maple avenue, 
Stony Creek, and three children, have not 
been recovered yet. A .young girl, eight 
years of age, supposed to be a Miss Bowman, 
was found this morning. One nundred and 


seventy-five bodies were recovered today at 


Morreilvilie. Grand View Cemetery has 300 
buried in it, allof whom met death in the 
flood. They have thirty-five men digging 
graves. Seven hundred dead  budies 
are in the hospital on Bedford street, 
Conneaut, and 150 dead bodies 
in the schoolhouse hospital, Adam 
street, Conneaut. Three hundred bodies were 
found today in sandbanks along Stonv 
Creek, in the vicinity of the Baltumore & 
Ohio, and 182 bodies at Nineveh. The bodies 
of James Murphy and Lillie Murphy were 
recovered from the débris. Mrs. Murpby is 
Still missing. Ex-Sheriff John Ryan and 
family are among the missing. Parts of 
bodies were taken out at the railroad bridge. 

_The hourly recovery of bodies near the vi- 
cinity of what was once the Baltimore & 
Ohio depot at Jonnstown is increasing with 
frightful rapidity. Haif of the unknown 
dead are mangied, or burned, or crushed be- 
yond recognition. 

Ever since the recovery of the first body 
the populace have not had neur enough cof- 
fins for the dead, altnough hundreds arrive 
daily. and, owing to the decomposed condi- 
uon of most of the bodies, they have to be 
and are hoxed up in rough board boxes and 
buried at once. 

A mao named Christ Myers has been ren- 
dered completeiy insane by the fact that his 
mother, father, two sisters, and a brotherare 
among the missing. Three anxious inquiries 
sent bv President Harrison today caused 
a general belief that ex-Postmaster Gen- 
eral Frank Hatton was among the passengers 
who were killed on the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road last Friday. President Harrison knew 
that Mr. Hatton wason that train and asked 
Adjutant General Hastings, whois here in 
charge of the troops, to ascertain Mr. Hat- 
ton’s fute. No one here knew arything 
about his whereabouts. This afternoon 
William Henry Smith came in from Ebens- 
burg, where he and Mr. Hatton have been in 
a pocket since tue train was lost. They were 
on the train together and had a narrow 
escape from death. All tLe passengers, 
tweive or thirteen in number, who left the 
train were killed. Mr. Hatton and Mr. Smith 
were lucky enough to stick to the train. Mr. 
Smith was ina hurry to get West, and forced 
his Way over the mountains to Johnstown. 
Mr. Hatton and the rest of the passengers 
are Waiting for the Pennsylvania road to re- 
sume operations. Immediately on receipt of 
this news Gen. Hastings forwarded it to the 
President. 


PUTTING THE RAILROAD IN SHAPE. 


Expectation That Passengers Can Soon Be 
Let Uut of Altoona, 
PHILADELPaAIA, Pa., June 3.—The best in- 
formation that can be obtained today at the 
Pennsylvania Railroad office in this city is 
that a route will be patchei up to Altoona 
within thirty-six hours, thus giving the 800 
or more east and west bound passengers laid 
up at that place @h ecpportunity to get away 

from there. 

On the middle division of the main line the 
road is clear from Altoona to Petersburg, and 
they hope to get from Petersburg to Hunting- 
don some time today. From Huntingdon to 
Manayunk bridge there are several bad 
‘breaks. All butone span of the Manayunk 
bridge has been sweptaway. Eastof that 
point the Mays bridge is gone, and but 
one span remains of the Granville 
bridge. From Lewistown to  Harris- 
burg, a distance of sixty-five wiles, 
the line is clear. Direct communica- 
tion with Altoona by telegraph has 
been had over the Pennsylvania’ Rail- 
road wires. The passengers on the day 
express and mail-train caught at Conemaugh 
are scattered. Some wentto Cresson and 
others drove all the way to Altoona, a most 
dangerous ride. The officials at Altoona 
have been ordered to prepare a cor- 
rect list of the passengers at Altoona, 
From the best information obtainable it can 
be stated that only seven of the passengers 
were lost. From Altoona westward on the 
main line the track is open to within a short 
distance of South Fork, where the bridge 
was washed away Friday evening. Between 
South Fork and Johustown 1,000 men are 
busy putting the railroad inshape. At Johns- 
town and west of there several large gangs 
of workmen are employed. 

It is not believed that passengers can be 
conveyed from Harrisburg to Pittsburg over 
the main line inside of a week or ten days. 

Tomorrow morning eariv the west-bound 
mails now detained at Aitoona will be sent, 
to Ebensburg via Cresson by rail and thence 
to Nineveh and Blairsville by wagon. From 
the latter point to Pittsburg the railroad is 
in working order. ‘The west-bound passen- 
gers on the four west-bound through trains 
now laid up at Altoona cau if they so desire 
accompany these mails and thus continue 
their journey. 

The company will give the facilities to the 
east-bound passengers at Altoona who got to 
that place on the New York limited, east- 
bound, the Atlantic express, and. the Sea- 
shore express, and they will be afforded an 
opportunity to goto Pittsburg and proceed 
eastward via the Baltimore & Ohio or New 
York Central Road. 


DESCRIBED BY AN EYE-WITNESS, 


Mr. Willlam Henry Smith Tells How the 
Great Fiood Swept Down the Valley. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., June 3.—The following dis- 
patch was sent by courier from Ebensburg 
June 1 by Mr. William Henry Smith, general 
manager of the Associated Press, who was a 
pessenger on the day express and was an 
eye-witness of the scene at Conemaugh the 
night of the terrible calamity. It reachea 


here tonight at midnight: 

EBENSBURG, Pa., June 1.—The fast line trains 
that leave Chicago at 3:15 and Cincinnati at 7 p, 
m. constitute the duy express eastward from 
Pittsburg, which runs intwo sections. This train 
left Pittsburg on time Friday morning, but was 
stopped for an hour at Johnstown by revorts of a 
Washout ahead. It had been raining hard 
for over sixteen hours, and the sides of che 
mountuins were covered with water descending 
into the valleys. The Conemaugh River, whose 
bank is followed by the Peansyivanta Railroad 
formany miles, looked an angry flood nearly 
bankful. Passengers were interested in see- 
ing hundreds otf sawiogs and an 
mous amount of driftwood shoot rap- 
idly by and the train pursued its way 
eastward. AtJohnstown there was & long wait. 
as before stated. The lower stories of many 
houses were submerged by the slack Water, and 
the inbabitants were looking outof the second 
story windows. Horses were standing up 
to their knees in water in the streets; 
4 side-truck of the railroad had 
been washed out; loaded cars were 
on the bridge to keep-it steady, and tne huge 
poles of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
carrying fifteen wires were swaying badly, and 
several soon went down. The two sections ran 

Conemaugh, about two miles this 
' of Johnstown, and Ilsay there about 
three hours, when they were moved 
onto the highest ground ana placed side by side. 
A few gentlemen and some ladies and children 
quietiy seated themse ves, upparentiy content- 
ed. One gentieman, who was ili, had his berth 
made up ana retired, although advised not to 
do so. 

Soon the cry came that the water in the reser- 
voir had broken dowa the barrier and was 
sweeping down tne valley. 

Instantly there was a panic and a rush for the 
mountain side. Chiidren were carrmed apd 
women assisted by a few who kept cool heads. 
It was a race for life. No words Can adequately 
describe the terror that filled every breast or the 
awtul power manifested by the flood. The 
roundhouse had stalls for twenty-three loco- 
motives. There were eighteen’ or twenty 
of these standing there at this time. 
fhere Was an ominous crash and tne round-house 
and iocomotives disappeared. Everything in the 


enor- 


were 


and then swallowed up by the waters. A hundred 
bouses were swept away in afew minutes. The 
rear car of the mail train swung arovnd in the 
rear of the 
turned over on its side. It is believed there 
were several women ana children inside the car. 
Of course they were drowned. 

The rain continued to fall steadily, but shelter 
was not thought of. Few passengers saved any- 
thing from the train, so sudden was the cry 

Run for your lives, the reservoir has broken!" 
The occupants of the houses stil] standing on 
the high ground threw them open to those who 
bad lost all and to the passengers of the train. 

During the hight of the flood the spectators 
were sturtied by the sound of two locomotive 
whistles from the midst of the waters. Two en- 
gineers, with characteristic courage, had re- 
mained at their posts. and while there was 
destruction on every hand and apparently no 
escape for them they sounded their 
whistles. This they repeated at intervals— 
the last time with triumphant vigor as the 
waters were receding from the sides of 
their locomotives. By half-past 5 the force of 


the reservoir waters had been spent on the Vil- 


lage of Conemaugh, and the Pullman cars and 
locomotive of the second section remained un- 
moved, but the other trains had been de- 
stroyed. A solitary locomotive was seen imbedded 
in the mud where the roundhouse had stood. 

As the greatest danger had passed, the people 
of Conemaugh gave their thoughts to their neigh- 
bors of the city of Johnstown. The city was 
destroyed. All the mills, furnaces, manufac- 
tories; the many and varied industries. the 
banks, the residences—all were swallowed up 
before the shadows of night had settled down 
upon the earth. 

, Phe destruction of Johnstown’s industries will 
@:one reach to many millions. Then to tbis 
great sum add the vaiue of the houses and public 
buildings in that cityand of the villages above 
ang ovbelow it, and some idea can 
be formed of the wealth obliterated 
by the flood created by the breaking 
of, the reservoir. And this res- 
ervoir was maintained for the pleasure of a 
Pittsburg club. Upon the mountain was sus- 
pended a body of water tnree miles long, one 
mile wide, and seventy feet deep. for the recrea- 
tion of a few pleasure-seekers. What would 
happen if there should be a break must 
have been imperfectly apprehended, since 
it is said that a bond of only 
$3,000,000 had been exacted from the club: What 
1s $3,000.000 to the gross sum of the destruction 
of property? Can it restore the dead to life 
Ot assuage the grief of the bereaved? The ques- 
tion of moral responsibility swallows up the 
financial as completely as the angry waters did 
the City of Johnstown.

NO ROOM FOR CURIOUS IDLERS. 


Jobnstown Citizens Determined That Able 
Men Must Work—Bodies Found. 
JOHNSTOWN, Fa., June 3.—The boay of 
Superintendent B. C. Cameron of the Cambria 
Iron Works was picked up this afternoon at 
4 o'clock. John A. Little, traveling sales- 
man; Charles Mubhr, cigarmaker, W ashing- 
ton street, Johnstown; Mrs. John James, 
Johnstown; a child and _ sister, Jobns- 
town; David Sweeney, Holtidaysburg, Pa., 
all picked up dead. Under- 
taker Flannery states that bodies are com- 
ing in the morgue at the rate of one every 
three minutes. H. E. Collins, Chairman of 
the Pittsburg Relief Committee, stares that it 
is the bight of foolishness to send soldiers 


here, and if there is auy place in the world. 


they don’t need soldiers it is in Johnstown. 

Linemen who were engaged construct- 
ing a telegraph line between Johnstown 
and Cambria City recovered a body at 
the north end of the railroad bridge, which 
was completely crusbed out of ail semblance 
of a human being. John Frazer, Youlan 
Scott, and H. Painter, prominent citizens of 
Altoona, have just arrived in charge of 
a car-ioad of provisions for the suffer- 
ers. St. Joha’s Convent on Clinton 
near Locust street, on tne east side of Johns- 
town, was partially destroyed, but none of 
the sisters, eleven in number, were lost. Dr. 
W. C. beam’s body has just been recovered, 
although his brother, Dr. L. Beam, 
one of Johnstown’s leading physicians, has 
not beén recovered. The following special 
notice is piaced on the depot door at Jonns- 
town: 

A temporary post-office has been established 
at the corner of Main and Adams streets, where 
all mail matter will be received and delivered as 
promptly as possible. 

Dr. Benjamin Lée, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health of Pennsylvania, and Dr. 
G. G. Groff, member of the same boara, have 
arrived from Philadelphia, and render valu- 
able assistance to the score or more of doc- 
tors now at the scene. 

The Pan-Handle Railroad Company havea 
string of curs, about ten in number, living 
between Morrellville and Johustown, which 
are fitted up with stoves and cooking uten- 
sils, in charge of a lot of railroad men, who 
are giving eatables to hundreds of families. 

The Pittsburg cammittee have a good sup- 
ply of provisious on hand, but will gladly 
accept donations of good, substantial food, 
such as flour, potatoes, bacon, etc. 

Services in the chapel from which the 
bodies were buried consisted merely of a 
prayer by one of the survivors. No minister 
was present. Each coffin had a descriptive 
card’ on it, and on the graves a similar card 
was placed so that bodies can be removed 
later by friends. 

The Cambria hospital has now 300 patients. 
Dr. Buck, with an efficient corps of aids, is 
in charge. Twoof the patients died yester- 
Gay. Miss Hughes, a young lady aged 20, 
und Mrs. Teeters, a lady aged 83. She was 
suffering from a compound fracture of the 
arm. The remainder of the patients are 
doing well. Several injured people have had 
operations performed upon them. 

A oe from the citizens of Altoona 
and Mountain Lodge, No. 282, F. and <A. M., 
arrived at Johnstown in the morning. They 
had driven over the mountains. The horses 
were covered with mud. They brought 
physicians and medicine. Both were badly 
needed. 

The hospital in the upper 
town is full to overflowing. 

One ot 
the patients has died and several are low. 
Hospitals have been established at. Cone- 
maugh and Mineral Point, but little could be 
learned of how many patients they contained 
and huw they were faring.

PASSENGERS FROM TBE WEST. 


Not Many of Them Were Injured in the 
Great Disaster. 

It was said at the office of the Pennsylva- 
nia Company yesterday afternoon that no 
additional information had odeen received 
trom the Johnstown district. No trains were 
being moved east of Pittsburg, though it 
was expected that trains would be. sent 
through in afew days. Nothing was known 
as to the extent of the damage east of Johns- 
town, telegraph wires in that section all be- 
ing down and “communicauon impossible. 
Inquiry at the genera,ticket office regarding 
the fate of passengers from Chicago and the 
West known to bave been on Pennsyivania 
trains, dropped off to a noticeable extent ves- 
terday in consequence of the pubiication of 
the dispatch from Altoona giving the names 
of those who were safe. All the trains on 
the Pennsylvania have now been heard from, 
and no further loss of life is reported. 


DISTRESS AT WILLIAMSPORT. 


The Water Seven Feet Hicher than Dur- 
' ing the Flood of 1865. 
WILLraMsPortT, Pa., June 3.—Since Satur- 
day morning last this city has undergone the 
experience of being flooded with thirty-four 
feet of water; of having the Susquehanna 
boom taken out with 200,000,000 feet of 
logs, over 40,000,000 .feet of sawed lumber 
taken: milis carried away and others 
wrecked: business ana industrial establish- 
ments wrecked; and a large number of lives 
lost. The flood was nearly seven feet higher 
than that of 1865.- A levet surface of water 
extended from the northern line of the city 
entirely across the city to the mountain on 
the south side. This meant that the water 
was six feet deep on the floors of the build- 
ings in Market Square, over four feet deep 
in the station of the Pennsylvama Railroad 
and at the Park Hotel. Fully three-quarters 
of the city was submerged. The loss is enor- 
ous. 
vere children of Charles Edwards were 
drowned, and three chiidren named Schultz 
and a child of William Dietrich; a man 
named Mitchler and an unknown man also 
perisbed, all in the city. At Nippenose, 
twelve miles up the river, twelye persons 
were drowned. There is great distress, as 
manv families losteverything they had in the 
way of provisions. The citizens today raised 
nearly $7,000. Groceries are exhausted, ex- 
cepting canned goods. Bridges on tne Penn- 
syivania Raiiroad from Linden to Sunbury 


were all taken.

FIGHTING STRENGTH OF THE NORTHERN 
AND SOUTHERN ARMIES IN THE FIELD. 
Some of the Southern papers are in a fiut- 

ter because Tue Trispcune, in repiying to & 
statement of the Richmond Dispatch that 
‘“*the resources in men of the Confederates 
“were not one-tenth those of the United 
“ States,” said “instead of the North having 
“‘overpuwering strength the armies were 
“really quite evenly matched.”’ This asser- 
tion these sensitive papers interpret as 
meaning that one side had as many soldiers 
empioyed as the other, whereas the context 
showed that it related to armies in the field 
confronting one another in battle. THE 
TRIBUNE is not so ignorant of history as to 
claim that the South had as many men under 
arms as the North, and least of ail does it 
wish to be understood as making any reflec- 
tions on the superb bravery and iron en- 
durance of tne Confederate troops. Their 
great deeds—Stonewall Jackson’s flank as- 
saults, Pickett’s charge at Gettysburg, their 
desperate assaults at Shiloh, Stone River, 
and Chickamauga, their fighting in the Wil- 
derness against Grant, their hoiding of the 
lines of Petersburg—are now the property of 
the American perple as deeds of unsurpassed 
bravery. They Were surrendered at Appo- 
mattox along with the other goods and chat- 
tels of the Confederacy, and the North will 
not allow their lustre to be dimmed. 

What Tue TrRisuNE meant when itspoke of 
evenly matchea armiesis this: That on near- 
ly every occasion when the Union and Con- 
federate forces were arrayed against one an- 
other in any numbers there were about as 
many men on the edge of battie on one side 
The two great exceptions 
wero the Atlanta campaign, when Sherman 
had two men to Johnston’s one, but the iatter 
were sheltered in every fight by mountain 
chains and earthworks built for them by 
their unwilling negro auxiliaries. The*other 
was Gen. Grant’s campaign against Rich- 
mond, when he had three men to Lee’s two, 
and two to one at the finish. But Lee’s men 
had the cnormous advantage of being pro- 
tected by fortifications of much strength, 
built by slaves, which bad to be stormed in 
the face of murderous fire from sheltered 
riflemen. From Donelson to the end, on the 
field of battle the Rebels almost always had 


about asmany men as their opponents. Of 


the truth of this there is abundant evidence. 
But how did that come to be the case when 
the North was greatly superionin population 
and turned out more than twice as many sol- 
diers? 

The census of 1860 showed that there were 
in the nineteen free States, including Kan- 
sas, which was admitted in January, 1861, 
18,907,968 people. Here are the figures of the 
two sections in detail when the war broke

In the fifteen slave States there were 12%,- 
240,383, of whom about 4,000,000 were blacks. 
One irate Vicksburg paper says *‘ there were 
30,000,000 at the North and 10,000,000 at the 
South,” but Tue TRIBUNE cites the census 
figures as more accurate. 7 
Crediting the North witha million and a 
quarter on account of the active Union ele- 
ment in the border States, the figures stand 
@ little over 20,000,000 Union to 11,000,000 Con- 
federate. Forevery twenty men the one 
side could raise and spare for the war the 
other could raise and send eleven to the 


‘front. This leaves out of consideration the 


fact that States hke California and Oregon 
were so remote from the scene of action that 
they were not called on for troops. It also 
ignores Northern copperheadism, a most 
troublesome element. It counts Vallandi- 
gham as being as loyal as Greeley. It disre- 
gards the fact that half the Democratic pgrty 
was in a sfate of almost unveiled hostility— 
a party which gave Vallandigham for Gov- 
ernor 200,000 votes in Ohio to stop the war. 
It neglects the fact that the 1,811,734 men 
who voted tor McCiellan yoted for him on a 
platform demanding an end to the war then 
and there. It countsall as loyal whatever 
their eplor—butternut, copperhead, or true 
blue. 

The North raised twice as many men as the 
South, but its forces were scattered and frit- 
tered about. Every town it captured it had 
to garrison. Every mile of railroad track it 
left behind a marching column in its progress 
had to be protected by 3 biock-house or fort. 
The further its Generals got into the bowels 
of Dixie the smatiler were their field forces, 
as tneir troops were ief[t behind to hold towns, 
bridges, and railroads, ana to protect supply 
depots. Whatever they took by force they 
had to hold by force. They were in the ene- 
my’s country, where men, women, and chil- 
dren were hostile, and their only friends 
were the overawed biacks. The South needed 
to garrison no cities behind its lines, to pro- 
tect no railways or base of supplies. Its sol- 
diers could all be atthe front. The North 
had to send intoand keepiarge armies in Mis- 
souri and Kentucky, in addition to the Union 
forces in those States, to. hold them in the 
Union. They would have gone over to Jeff 
Davis like a flash if the Northern 
regiments had been withdrawn. Tens 
ot thousands of lives of Northern 
men were sacrificed in those States 
to prevent them from seceding. Maryland 
and West Virginia also cost many lives to 
hold them in the Union. Every Union man 
in those States had to havea Northern soldier 
detailed to protect him. Two army corps 
had to be continaally kept at Washington 
and a large force in Baitimore and St. Louis. 
Larze forces had to be sent to New York and 
to Indiana to put out the “fire in the rear.” 
Jeff Davis allowed no such demonstrations to 
come to u headin his dominions. Fighting 
in a country to whose climate they were un- 
accustomed, tens of thousands of Northern 
soldiers were perpetuaily in the hospitals or 
at home on furlough to recover their health. 
They had to struggie through swamps, 
across roadless mountains, and along muddy, 
bad, and almost impassable roads. One side 
fought at home, among fond friends; the 
other far away from home, among bitter 
enemies, and Wad to carry their supplies 
with them. 

It is true that of the population of the 
Soutn one-third were blacks, but they were 
more serviceable to the Rebellion than an 
equal number of whites would have been. 
Besides raising the beef, pork, corn, and 
wheat which fed the Southern armies; be- 
sides doing most of the intrenchment and 
fortification building and other heavy work 
of an army, they raised the cotton that

half of her able-bodied men in the field. 
She had to detail soldiers todo work which 
the slaves performed for the Rebellion, and 
her soldiers at Vicksburg, Petersburg, At- 
lanta, and elsewhere had to do that spuae 
and pick work which blacks did for Southern 
‘**ventiemen ”’ soldiers. 

Yet in spite of all its advantages the North 
would have been beaten but for a few things 
which the Southern papers may not be will- 
ing to admit. Superior Southern bravery 
would not have been one of them. The old 
yaro about the ability of one Southern gen- 
tleman to “ lick two, three, or four Northern 
mudsiils” received a biack eye at Donelson 
and a knockdown at Shiloh, Stone River, and 
Chickamauga, and not a trace of it survived 
the battle of Gettysburg. The North won 
because it fought for National union and 
universal freedom while the other side 
fought for disunion and slavery. It won be- 
cause it was led by Lincoln instead of Jeff 
Davis. It had the best cause; the best states- 
men. Had the South traded these with the 
North it could never have been subjugated, 
But, weightei down by a bad cause and hav- 
ing the poorer statesmen to direct its re- 
sources, when its armies meton the field of 
battle an equal number of Northern soldiers 
they were unable to win any decisive vic- 
tories. ‘heir malarial swamps could not 
hide them, their mountains and forests could 
not protect them, their rivers could not shield 
them, for they were fighting against right 
and justice, freedom and union. 


THE MENACE OF DAMS. 

There have been more disastrous floods 
than that at Johnstown, but none in modern 
times arising from the same cause that can 
be compured with it. A hundred thousana 
lives were lost when the sea broke through 
the Holland dikes at Dort in 1446 and swept 
away seventy-two viliages. In 1757 a flood 
came down from the mountainous region in 
Spain and over 2,000 persons lost their lives. 
In 1813 a sudden rise in the Danube drowned 
2,000 Turkish soldiers. The Vistula broke its 
dikes in 1829 and drowned over 1,000. France 
had memorable floods in 1840 and 1546, but 
the loss of life on neither occasion reached 
1,000. China always has been a great suf- 
ferer by floods. In 1885 she lost 10,000; in 
1887,: 11,000; and in 1588, 18,950; but these 
losses were spread over the period of the 
entire summer in each case, and undoubtedly 
in the total number are included many who 
perished subsequently from famine, owing 
to the destruction of the crops. burmah 
also had a destructive flood two years ago in 
which 1,000 lives were lost. 


There have beeu many floods arising from_ 


the same cause as that which has wrought 
such terrible destruction at Johnstown, but 
not one of them can compare with it in the 
number of lives lost,:the value of property 
destroyed, or the extent of territory invoived. 
In 1802 a reservoir at Lorca, Spain, gave way 
and drowned 1,000 persons, besides entailing 
damages amounting to $7,000,000. The em- 
bankment of the Bradfield reservoir near 
Sheffield, Eagiand, broke in 1864 and let loose 
a flood which drowned 250 persons and caused 
a ioss of $1,500,000. Its details will be found 
in Charles Reade’s novel **Put Yourssif in 
His Place.” Haydenville, Mass., was swept 
out of existence in 1874 by the bursting of a 
reservoir, 140 persons were drowned, and 
$1,000,000 worth of property destroyed. A 
reservoir gave way at Lynde Brook, near 
Worcester, Mass., in 1876, but only one life 
was lost: The next year we Staffordville 
reservoir on the Willimantic River in Con- 
necticut burst, but timely notice was given 
and only two persons were lost. The Huron 
milldam, near Houghton, Mich., gave way in 
1884, but six iives only were lost. Two years 
later nine lives were lost bya similar disaster 
at East Lee, Mass. 

In none of these, as will be observed, was 
the loss of life and property otherwise than 
insignificant as compared with the flood at 
Johnstown, which it 1s evident has sacri- 
ficed over 5,000 lives at least, destroyed mill- 
ions upon millions of property, ana swept 
over an area of hundreds of square miles. It 
1s @ significant lesson of these disasters, now 
most terribly emphasized at Johnstown, that 
in every case heretofore in vestigution showed 
either the dams had not been properly con- 
structed or were old and had been weakened 
year after year by the pressure of water, the 
action of submarine agencies, and the proc- 
esses of natural decay. Itis as yet too early 
to pronounce upon the causes which led to 
the bursting oi the South Fork dam. Itgave 


way before extraordinary pressure, but. 
whether it should not have resisted that. 


pressure and whether human.agencies rather 
than natural or providential are not respon- 
sible is yet to be decided by investigation. 
The result in this case shows there was not 
the proper provision for carrying off surplus 
water, and though the dam had been 
inspected and pronounced safe it is 
known that many who lived below 
it regarded it as a constant menace, 
and anticipated at some time just such a dis- 
aster as hastaken place. The old part of the 
dam had stood for sixty years or more, ana 
where the new part, 150 feet in the middle, 
joined it was probabiy the structural defect. 
in the case of a hage sneet of water like this, 
confined in its reservoir for pleasure pur- 
poses, there is not likely to be that carefulness 
of inspection that would be made under other 
circumstances. When the dead are removed 
and the living cared for there should bea 
thorough investigation ot the causes of this 
terrible disaster. 


THE HAYIIAN OUTLOOK. 

Considered in itself the struggie between 
the forces of Legitime and UHippolyte in 
Hayti is not much above the squabbies in the 
Grand Duchy of Gerolstein, so far as dignity 
The rival 
armies were only mobs of ignorant, un- 
trained, and undisciplined negroes, who were 
quite as likely to injure themselves as the 
enemy when inflamed with whisky. The 
war, however, such as it was, has ended in 
the victory of the insurgent leader Hippolyte 
and the discomfiture of the usurper Legitime. 
The latter’s army is overthrown and prob- 
ably has fled to its cabins. The Capital, 
Port au Prince, is in Hippolyte’s possession 
and the latter has prociaimed himself pro- 
visiona! President. 

Notwithstanding the ludicrous character of 
the war its sudden denouement is big with 
advantages to the United States if they are 
properly improved. Legitime and his fac- 
tion, as is well known, have been negotiating 
secretiy with the French and have made the 
French Government many proffers looking 
to the extension of its political and commer- 
cial influence in considerauon of aid. It is 
now too late for either side to carry out its 
contract. The agreement will not stand, as 
Legitime is now powerless. Hippolyte, 
on the other hand, always has been 
friendly to this country; and as there is no 
other course to take than the recognition of 
his Government there is every reason to be- 
lieve the Administration wil] recognize it 
promptly and secure the benefits likely to re- 
sultfgom that policy. We want a coaling 
station there and an extension of our com- 
mercial facilites, and there is now no reason 
why we should not step in‘and secure them. 
There is no good reason why we should not 
go further and regulate the Government of 
Hayti, for sooner or later tnat daty must de- 


volve upon us. Both North and South will 
agree we must have closer relations than now 
exist. ‘The latter section, indeed, will look 
upon such a policy with favor, for Hayti 
would afford an outiet for its discontented 
class of negroes, besides offering chances for 
Southern planters to better their fortunes. 
What Hayti needs more than all elge is 
American ideas, language, education, rail- 
roads, stable government, and business 
methods, and before many years we shoula 
reap our reward in an export to us from 
Hayti of a million tons of sugar, a large per- 
centage of the coffee we consume, and enor- 
‘mous quantities of tobacco, fruits, and nuts, 
to be paid for in American products. This is 
what would happen for us with Hayti pro- 
tected by our flag, and Hayti herself would 
be speedily on the road of progress and pros- 
perity. Sv hurry up the navy. The times 


| are auspicious, but more vessels are wanted 


to secure respect for American rights from 
foreign Powers. 


ABOUT BEEF. 

A California paper hints at the existence of 
reasons for believing a period is approaching 
in the United States when ‘the population 
“ will rely upon imported beef instead of be- 
ing exporters.’’ It says the invasion of pas- 
ture lands by tillage in the older States and 
the destruction of native grasses on the 
plains through oVerstocking the land there 
are lessening rapidly the beef-producing ca- 
pacity of the country. The bunch grass re- 
giou has been practically outlawed by the 
classification of our publhe lands into agri- 
cultural, mineral, timber, and desert lands 
capabie of irrigation. Its possession in the 
quantity permitted under existing laws is of 
no use totheowner. It is protitable only in 
great grazing tracts, and the laws do not per- 
mit such areas to pass into individual 
ownership. Hence the stock rangers, for- 
bidden toown them, have contended with 
eacb other for their occupancy during the 
grazing season. Overstocking naturally fol- 
lowed, and a iarge percentage of the pastoral 
area is now practically barren. The conci- 
tions of plant growth upon most of it are so 
bard that ages must lapse before the most 
valuable of the grazing plants wiil be re- 
stored. Thus has been destroyed the only 
present element of value in many millions of 
acres of the public domain. Such of chese 
lands as have not been grazed to death 
should be at once protected by proper classi- 
fication. They may then be leased, as is 
done in Australia, or may be sold out- 
right in such areas as will permit 
them to be converted into permanent 
ranges to be protected against over- 
stocking in the future, To this it may be 
said such action woula be a wise measure, 
but the danger part of the picture is probably 
overdrawn. Sufficient importance does not 
seem to be attached to the magnitude of the 
cattle supply by the Western States and to 
the vast expansion of which it is susceptible 
if stimulated by a moderate rise in prices 
such as would inevitably follow a widespread 
conviction that the supply as a whole was 
running snort. The farmers of the West 
wouild be only too glad of such an induce- 
ment to breed and feed cattle in much larger 
numbers than now, and the premature deso- 
lation of the bunch-grass region may be the 
means of furnishing it for their benefit. 


A FAULTY DECISION. 

The decision of the Appellate Court (Judge 
Gary dissenting) which declares that munic- 
ipal authorities cannot forbid or regulate 
street parades ana processions ‘is not only 
opposed to public order but difectly in con- 
flict with the legal principle which makes 
municipalities liable for property damaged or 
destroyed by rioters. Acts fixing such liabil- 
ity on cities are justified because they make 
it to the interest of the community to dis- 
courage and prevent anything whicn tends 
toward violence and riot. The purpose of 
such enactments 1s not merely to protect in- 
dividuals from undeserved loss, but to make 
the community watchfu! and cause municipal 
authorities to guard carefuily against dis- 
order. The damages ailowed are in the nat- 
ure of a penaity on the municipality for allow- 
ing ariotto get headway. Yet the Appel- 
late Court holds that the police authorities 
cannot forbid turbulent parades, but must 
wait until they ripen into riot before inter- 
ferenge can be attempted. After property 
has ath destroyed and the city is loaded 
with responsibility for damages it may inter- 
fere, but not before. This is grossly unjust. 
lf municipalities are to be held responsible 
for property destruyed by rioters they must 
have full power to guard against or check 
disorder at the beginning and before mis- 
chief isdone. Attimes it may be vital to 
public order to prevent lawless processions 
and the flaunting of red flags in the streets, 
but, according to the Appellate Court, munic- 
ipal authorities are poweriess to do anything 
until blood is shed or property destroyed. It 
is a new doctrine to hold municipalities ree 


sponsible for damages which they are not 


permitted to prevent. The decision of the 
Appellate Court is bad in every way and 
should be carried up and reversed, as will 
surely be the result if it goes to the Supreme 
Court. ‘

“GENTLEMEN’S AGREE- 
MENT.” 

The famous “agreement between gen tle- 
men’? which went into operation a short time 
ago with seeming smoothness under the su- 
pervision of an ex-member of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission is soon to be put to 
the test. Already the Alton Road has pro- 
tested and been overruled, while the Burling- 
ton & Northern has made just such a war cut 
in rates as the ‘‘agreement’’ was supposed 
to render impossible. The Alton, one of the 
best managed and most popular of Western 
roads, finds itis ios.ng traffic and earnings 
by living up to the *“‘ gentlemen’s agreement”’ 
and demands the privilege of running fast 
trains and making low rates on certain trafiic. 
Broken-winded competitors who have been 
gathering into their treasuries, under the 
benign operation of the “agreement be- 
tween gentlemen,” profits which the 
Alton would have secured if competition 
had been free are of course opposed to relax- 
ing the terms of the compact, and the decis- 
ion has been in their favor. It is impossible 
to believe that a road as well equipped as the 
Alton and as able to protect its own inter- 
ests in the field of open: competition will al- 
low its traffic to be purioined and its busi- 
ness impuired in this way. The Alton must 
be assured its proportion of the business or 
it will leave the combine and look out for its 
Own interests. Neither-threats nor promises 
have prevented the Burlington & Northern 
from siashing rates far below the pool stand- 
ard. The situation is getting interesting, 
and the probabilities are that before many 
months tne “gentlemen’s agreement” will 
be put to a thorough test. 

With some roads heavily interested in local 
traffic and others wholly dependent on 
through business it would geem impossible 
to secure the observance of agreements to 
“maintain rates’’ unless the profits are 
divided or the freight arportioned among 
them in a manner satisfectory to ail. But 
the Inter-State act forbids such division of 
profits or pooling of freights. it is claimed, 
however, that the desired result can be 
reached and the law safely evaded, if not 
openly violated, by means of agreements to 
maintain rates. But this evidently requires 
that differentials must be so adjusted that 
each road will get “its fair share of the 
traflic.”” Without a division of profits or ap- 
portion ment of traffic 1t would seem impossi- 


ble that the *gentiemen’s agreement” can 


be preserved, and “the question, therefore, is 
how far the purposes of pooling can be ac- 
complished in the face of a statute which 
absolutely forvids such practices. In aim- 
ing to go as far as possibile and yet keep 
inside the letter of the law the railroads did 
a shrewd thing in taking Commissioner 
Walker from the Inter-State Commission 
and putt.ng him at the head of their com- 
bine. He kaows the individual opinions of 
each member of the Inter-State Commission, 
and was trained in its secret councils and by 
the Government for the service he is now 
performing for the corporations. The rul- 
ings of the commission greatiy favor combi- 
nations to maintain rates, and there is an 
evident indisposition to interfere with any 
extortionate combine that does not violate 


‘the letter as well as the spirit of the law. 


Yet notwithstanding the enormous power of 
the allied corporations and the advantage 
they have secured in invading even the In- 
ter-State Commission itself to procure legal 
advice and assistance their combine already 
shows signs of dissolution and will evidently 
require great efforts to preserve it. 


—— 


CANNOT BE RUBBED OUT. 

Although by a compromise made with 
the State’s Attorney and a willing Judge 
McGarigle has been allowed to come back 
from exile, the indictments against him have 
been noiled, and he is free from further legal 
proceedings, and while his partner, Ed 
McDonald, has also been relieved from the ne- 
cessity of dancing attendance at the Criminal 
Court, there is one thing from which no com- 
promise can ever relieve either of them. 
That is the recora- which shows that they 
were indicted for conspiring against and 
defrauding the county; that on that indict- 
ment they were tried, found guilty as charged 
in spite of the skili of their lawyers, and 
were sentenced to three vears’ hard labor in 
Joliet penitentiary. Oae of these two fel- 
ons, by breaking his parole given to 
the Sheriff—by lying to the officer 
who trusted him—succeeded in getting into 
a foreign land, and there skulked, fed by the 
charity of his Chicago fellow-boodlers, till 
this bargain was struck for his return. The 
other carried his case up to a higher court, 
and after long delays got a decision on some 
technical points giving him a new trial. 
That was some months ago, but he has never 
been to the Criminal Court to ask that his 
case be heard. He feared lest another jury 
might renew the sentence of the first and 
another Judge approve of it. Thus, in spite 
of the compromise, these men stand pefore 
the community, and will so stand forever, as 
having been found guilty of conspiring to 
rob the County Treasury. There is nothing 
to show that if they were to be tried again 
tomorrow, and the case properly and ener- 
getically pushed, they would not be found 
guilty again. The mark of infamy is on 
them and it can never be removed. 
McClaugnry was pardoned, but they never 
can be. As long as they live tbe ineffaceable 
brand of the unpardoned~convict will be 
upon them. 


The Profit Sharing Pian. 

Fortwo years Postmaster General Wanamaker 
has been trying the profit sharing plan in his big 
Philadelphia store. The recipients are of two 
classes—versons who have been in the employ 
of the firm seven years or over, of whom there 
are about 400, and the salespeople; the latter, 
whose number is much larger, getting a small 
percentage. Last year $109,439 was distributed 
and this year $104,345, the seven year men _  get- 
ting #46.082 of the latter sum, or an average of 
about $110 for the year or $2 aweek. Taus it 
will be seen the plan has worked tolerably well 
for the employés, but apparently for them only, 
for Mr. Wanamaker said: * I regret to admit 
“that Ido not see much that hes been gained 
“by the experiment we haye made except the 
“satisfaction of making the effort and the pleas- 
‘**ure there is in giving you a share in our 
“returns.”” In other words, the men do 
not seem to have done as much better by him as 
he had hoped they would, They have not sold 
more goods. or if they have put forth more 
energy, intelligence, and enthusiasm-he has not 
seen the fruits of it. Nevertheless he is not 
going to give up the experiment and has decided 
to appoint out of the seven year force a commis- 
sion of three heads of departments, three men 
from the ranks of the various parts of the 
service, and three women from different depart- 
mftents, to study over the whole question and re- 
port theirconciusions. He wants to get at some 
plan by which he can “quicken their pulses and 
“stirupin them anincentive to move faster.” 
If he can discover that he will make a success of 
profit-sharing, for then he may make it for the 
profit of the employer to introduce it, whereas 
now it is generally only for that of the men.

THE RED CROSS WILL HELP, 


Miss Clara Barton and Her Associates 
Preperiog to Aid the Sufferers. 

The Chicago Branch of the American Asso- 
ciation of the Red Cross held a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon in the Chicago Athenzum, 
pursuant to a call issued last Friday. This 
call was made to relieve the distress of those 
who suffered by the recent cyclone in Dakota. 
In view of the fact that on Saturday news 
was received of the overwhelming calamity 
at Johnstown, the followers or the Red Cross 
devoted aimdst their whole attention to the 
greater disaster. Those who attended the 
meeting were Kdwin Lee Brown, who was 
chosen Chairman; Miss Frances Le Baron, 
Secretary ; Isaac G. Lombard, Treasurer; Dr. 
Mary Weeks weeny E. M. Pheips, E. I. Gal- 
vin, A. A. “Sprague, H. N. Higinbotham, John 
W. Ela, AllenJ. Flitcraft and J. W. Plummer. 
Mr. Galvininformed the meeting that Miss 
Ciara Bartoa, National President of the Red 
Cross Associauon, had been heard from at 
Harrisburg Sunday, and had doubtless, at 
the time of the meeting, reached Johns- 
town. He suggested that, inasmuch as the 
business-meéen of Chicago were familiar with 
the excellent system followed by the Red 
Cross Asspciation in the distribution of re- 
lief funds, the meeiing should adopt a reso- 
lution requesting thgt the money collected 
in this city for the Johnstown people should 
be sent through Red Cross agents. Mr. Gal- 
vin also announced that a woman who had 
lived twenty years in Chicago, and who had 
eivhteen near reiatives in Johnstown, was 
au applicant for the position of a nurse to 
be sent by the society to the scene of the 
flood. Her name was not learned, but it was 
voted that on the presentation of. proper 
credentials she should be #ent te Johnstown. 
H. N. Higinbotham said he thought it would 
be better if the funds collected and forward- 
ed by the Red Cross Society were distributed 
by committees in Johnstown or Pittsburg, 
the nembers of which would have more re- 
liable information yoy the needs of 
sufferers thao vgenuts of the Red Cross could 
obtain. Mr. Higinbotham said the immediate 
suffering would not be great, and that the 
money should be used in building homes for 
the survivors. Joho W. Ela opposed Mr. 
Higinbotham’s view, sayipz that Miss Clara 
Barton, with tne experience she had nad in 
such matters, was the best person in the 
world to direct the distribution of a relief 
fund. 

Treasurer Lombard reported that the soci- 
ety had available funds to the amount of 
$2,309. A majority of the Finance Committee 
not being present it was voted, on motuon of 
Mr. Higmobotham, that it was tlie sense of 
the meeting that the Finance Committee 
should instruct the Treasurer to forward 
$2,000 to Miss Clara Barton at Harrisburg or 
Jonnstown. Chairman Edwin Lee Brown,

Charles C. Brown, Manager of the Independ- 
ent Press Bureau at Duluth, writes THE TRIB- 
UNE a long letter in defense of his dispatch de- 
tailing the plans of the proposed ** States. Anchor 
Line,”’ which, it was claimed, was to build at 
once twelve mammoth steamers, costing 8325.000 
each, to ply between Buffalo and Duluth. After 
replying to some criticism of the scheme, he 
Says: ‘I wish to go on record as the originator 
of the news concerning the States-Anchor Line, 
and I wish to call attention to the fact that I was 
also the originator of the news concerning the 
six steel steamers of the Northern Steamship 
Company. which item was also laughed to scorn 
by the entire press of the great lakes and most 
vigorously denied by Manager Evans and a 
number of promtnent vesselmen. No less a per 
son than James J. Hill, President of the Mani- 
toba Railway, and virtual owner of the entire 
fleet, denounced the article as false in every par- 
ticular, and yet. in spite of his deniais, the. boats 
are in active service today. 

‘My authority for the statements regarding 
the States-Anchor Line is grounded much more 
firmly than anything I bad to work up the Hull 
boats from, ana although something might turn 
up to change wae plans, yet the contracts are 
drawn up. sealed, signed, and acknowledged. 
Friday, May 24, I received from 4 frieadly 
printer the puges of what is denominated a 
‘Specification and Diagram Book.’ The print- 
ing was done in Delaware, and only (I believe) 
forty copies of the book were ordered. The 
sheets [ have ure not bound, but contain all the 
matter and diagrums of the line as now pro- 
posed. Some of the forms are dirty and solled, 
but all are legible, and from them and several 
long personal letters from an interested friend 
(not that Sandusky ‘crank') I have gained my 
information. Of course the boats are not a fact 
until they are built, but unless a change in plans 
takes place they will be in the water by the 
time stated.”

The Passengers on Board La Normandie 
Give a Charity Concert.

Paris, June 3.—The last trip. of the Trans- 
atlantic Company’s steamship La Normandie 
from New York to Havre proved a profitable 
one for charity. A concert was organized in 
aid of a charitable society, for which the 
handsome sum of 1,050 francs was collected. 
In addition to this the sum of 3,000 francs 
was collected for the benefit of the widows 
and orphans of the piloats drowned the night 
of May 18, 1889, their boat having come in 
collision with La Normandie. The commit- 
tee, cousisting of Messrs. E. C. Moore, Sam- 
uel Shaw, and Mr. Aronson, have decided to 
forward the 3,000 francs by cable to New 
York.

FORMING A SALT TRUST. 


The Project of New York Capitalists to Con- 
trol American aod Imported Supplies. 
NEW YORK, June 3.—Charles Burger and Well- 
ington R. Burt, who have been visiting England 
as representatives of the company which is to be 
formed for the unification of American salt in- 
terests, arrived in New York on board the Um- 
bria. Mr. Burger Was seen at his home in Brook- 
lyn. He was somewhat reticent in his account 
of what he had been able to accomplish in En- 
gland on  =~obehalf of the home movement. 
“A movement,” he said, “having the sup- 
port of Erastus Wiman, Judge Comstock of 
Syracuse, Franklin Woodruff of the Produce Ex- 
change, and other leading saig dealers is on foot 
for the formation of a company to control the 
imported English salt and to make salt bere. 
‘The salt industry in. this country is almost crip- 
pled by the wholesale dumping of Engiisb sait 
in New York and other Eastern ports, and by 
the rivalry between small manufacturers and 
dediers who have been actively cutting each 
other's throats by.low prices. without doing uny 
good to themselves or the consumer. ‘The 
company has already got the ‘option. tor 
over ‘sixty small sait manufactories, wmech 
will be bought up as soon as it is incorporated. 
We propose to take into our own hands the 
manufacture and distribution of pure American 
salt throughout the country. We shall also dis- 
tribute salt sent here by leading producers on*® 
the other side. All tne manufacturers with 
whom we have treated in England are members 
of the English Salt Union, which was based 
upon suggestions made by me and has been a 
great success.”’ 
When asked whether the company would be 
international Mr. Burger said that the company 
would be pureiy American, but that any English 
investor With sufficient capital would be wel- 
come. The company, he said, would be incor- 
porated soon with a capital of nearly $15.000.u0u. 
Then he reduced the sum to $10,000,000, and final- 
ly declined to name any specific figures.

TO DISPOSE OF THE DEAD. 
The New Mausoleum Project of the Rev. 


Charles R. Treat Expiained in Full. 
New York, June 3.—[Specia!.]|—The Acad- 


émy of Medicine was filled tonight with rep- : 


resentative residents of the city to hear the 
Rev. Charles K. Treat, rector of’ the Church 
of the Archangel, publicly discuss the new 
mausoleum pian for the disposition of the 


dead. 

The lecturer showed that earth-Burial is, 
and always has been, full of unspeakable 
horrors, and that the tomb has been, in all 
historic times, a means of escape trom many 
of these. Itis, therefore, proposed to mod- 
ernize, and sanitize, and enlarge the mauso- 
leum, which, has always been acceptable to 
the people of. civilized nations. To accom- 
plish this, instead of @ tomb to hold a single 
body, or the bodies of a single family, a 
massive building of magnificent proportions 
and appropriate architecture will be re- 
quired. 

But a tomb in which decomposition runs its 
course is hardly less objectionable on sani- 
tary grounds thana grave under six feet of 
earth. Decomposition must, therefore, be 
prevented; it is prevented in the new mauso- 
leum, ana this last feat in sanitation and 
cleanliness is accomplished by desiccation. 
History shows that desiccation, such as has 
readily resulted under favorable conditions 
from the action of the sun and _ wind, 
is an old process. In @ crude way it 
has been applied to the human body many 
times in many countries. But none 
of the historic methods of desiccation 
would be satisfactory in the new mauso- 
leums. In these buildings every casket-space 
or sepuichre is provided with an intet and 
an outlet for the passage of air. As soon as 
a casket is placed in a sepulchre an ircner 
door of glass is closed and sealed. The con- 
duits leading to and from the sub-ceilar, 
where the furnace is located, are opened, aud 
a current of dry air is forced through the 
casket-space, and the current therefrom 1s 
eonducted to the furnace, where it is purified 
before it is discharged /into the atmosphere. 

There are nearly twelve gallons of water 
in a human body of average size. It is this 
water that renders decomposition possibie. 
If the moisture be removed the body cannot 
decay. The current of dry air that passes 
through the casket-space will accomplish this. 

There will not be in this dwelling of the 
dead any odor of decay or suggestion of 
death. No-graverobber can enter there. Af- 
fection’s memorial will not be at the mercy 
of the elements. Premature interment is 
made impossibie. In the new mausoleum 
tne current of dry air. will tend to resusci- 
tate; and, besides constant regular inspec- 
tion, the slightest movement in a casket 
would summon an attendant by an electric 
indicator for instant relief and rescue. 

Prof. Charies Inslee Pardee presided, and 
on the stage and in the audience were many 
representatives of the social, the scientific, 
and the medical worlds.

GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS. | 


The Michigan Central Indictments. 

The indictment of several officials of the Mich- 
igan Central Railroad for violation of the Inter- 
State Commerce Jaw has caused greater excite- 
ment in ratiroad circles than anything that has 
happeced since the law was enacted. The fail 
ure of the Inter-State Commission to enforce the 
law has caused most railroad officials to look 
upon it as a dead letter. There is scarcely a rail- 
road in the country whose officials have not been 
guilty of similar offenses, and many of them are 
now trembling Jest they may wake up some 
fine morning and find that they also have 
become entangled in the meshes of the 
law. Some satisfaction is expressed that the 
Michigan Central is the first road that has been 
brought in conflict with the law, because Presi- 
dent Ledyard has been most active during the 
last year in charging other roads with 
violavons of it. and only lately pros- 
ecuted the Grand Trunk before’ the Inter- 
State Commission for alleged discrimination 
in coal rates. The offense with . which the Mich- 
igan Central officials are charged was committed 
Ecostne to the enactment of the amended Inter- 

state Commerce law,ana consequently only & 
tine not exceeding $5,000 for each offense can be 
imposed. The next United States grand jury, 
it is understoud, will consider the 
charges against the Northwestern, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, and a coal shipper for manipulating 
coal rates, and as there is appurently a cleur 
case against these parties there is hardly a doubt 
that indictments will be’found. ‘These cases will 
come under the amended law, and therefore im- 
prisonmentas well asatine may follow a con- 
viction. The “Soo” line, itis stated, will also be 
indicted for cutting rates in connection with the 
Canadian Pacific. The cattie shipper who 
tried to bribe one of Superintendent Carman’s 
weichmasters is also to be indicted if it is shown 
that the offense was committed since the enact- 
ment of the amended law. 

The attorney of the Michigan Central appeared 
before the Tnited States Court yesterday and in- 
quired what steps were necessary to prevent tne 
indicted officials of his road from being arrested. 
He was told that they could appear before the 
court today and give bonds of $1,000 each.

THE COURTS OF RECORD, 


MRS, ALICE FISHER’S UNUSUAL REA- 
SONS FOR WISHING A DIVORCE, 


She Alleges Cruelty of a Peculiar Nature— 
Edward J. McMahon Secures the Cus- 
tody of His Son—A “Primitive’’ Meth- 
odist Minister in Trouble—Judge Allen 
Will Sit with Jadge Gresham—Other 
Items—The Record—The Call. 


Mrs. Alice Fisher pegan suit for divorce in 
the Circuit Court against Thomas J. Fisher. 
She told a story different from that recited by 
the average divorce complainant. She says that 
when she married Fisher in 1:68 she was 17 years 
old, weil educated, and had lived in affluence, 
her family being people of wealth in Scrantor, 
Pa. She says that wnen Fisher came west and 
Staricd a restaurant she was made to cook for as 
Many as 400 persons a day. Fisher turned out 
to be lazy and dissolute. The restaurant pros- 
pered at first and then, because of its owner's 
habits, it became a losing venture and finally 
failed, Fisher then took his wile to a ranch 
twenty miles from Laramie, Wyo. The owner 
was one Hutton. There were fifteen cowboys on 
the ranch and Mrs. Fisher was compelled to 
cook for them and do all the hard drudgery of a 
cattle camp. She frequently appealed to her 
but he vouchsafed no re- 
sponse except to tell ber to get help. Fem- 
inine aid was twenty miles away and the advice 
was valueciess, All the time, the plaintiff de- 
clares, Fisher idled his time away playing cards 
and drinking. Finally, after eight years of mis- 
erable slavery, during which time she had gone 
barefoot and had frequentiy been calied up at 
midnight to cook supper for the cowboys, her 
ankles gave out and she had to practicaily crawl 
on her bands and knees to do the household 
work. At this stage she says that her husband’s 
brutality torced her to leave him. She prays for 
a divorce for cruelty. , 

A decision was rendered by Judge Collins yes- 
terday 'n the habeas corpus petition of Edward 
J. McMuhon to recover his 4-year-old boy, Eddie 
M. McMahon, from Edward's mother, Mrs. Jo- 
hanna McMahon. On the trial his mother 
charged that both he and his vresent wife were 
unfit to have the boy, accusing Edward of being 
& gamblerand a drunkard. Edward asserted on 
his side that his mother had:‘no real love for her 
eendos und merely wanted him because of a 

40,000 fortune left bim by his mother. Judge 
Collins decided that none of the charges made 
against Edward McMahon and his second wife 
were proved, and that they were entitled to the 
boy. but he would allow the grandmother to 
keep him during the summer months. Mean- 
while the father and mother could visit Eddie 
and next fall they could have him for good. An 
application by Edward for a receiver for his per- 
sonal property, which he claims his mother in- 
veigied him out of, was denied by the court. 
There is other litigation pending in which Ea- 
wurd seeks to recover other property which he 
claims his brother Stephen persuaded him to 
convey to him as the resuit of an alleged family 
conspiracy. 

The Rev. Joseph Phillips, a “ Primitive’’ 
Methodist minister, wus made defendant in a 
suit for divorce by his wife. Elizabeth Phillips. 
Mrs. Phillips was married to him at Bristol, Ena- 
gland, July 1. 1880. Two years later she left 
him because of his. misdeeds with a servant 
named Martha Meddling. In 1886 the Bristol 
District Church of Exgland expelled Phillips 
from the Primitive Methodist Church. Hecame. 
to America with Martha Meddling ana brought 
his two children. Heand the Meddling woman 
are living on Myrtle avenue, and Phillips is al- 
leged to have become indolent and dissolute, 
and is stated to have recently joined the An- 
archists. Mrs. Phillips also says that he is the 
father of two children born to his paramour, and 
that the latter maltreats her (the plaintiff's) two 
children, Merriam and Mabel. She not only 
asks for a divorce bDutfor the custody of her two 
children, brougiat by Phillips from England. 

Judge William J. Allen of the Soutnern Dis- 
trict of Llilinois has been asked by Judge Gresh- 
am to try the law calendar of the United States 
Circuit Court with ajury. Hé begins the call to- 
day. Judge Gresham will today eall through the 
general law docket of all cuses pending in the 
United States Circuit Court in order dismiss 
all cases that have been practically abandoned. 
A petit jury will be called before Judge Bi ett 
June 18 to try the Federal criminal calendar. 
Phe court officials have not yet made prblic the 
thirty-one indictmenis made by the grand jary.

Court in the volume of business done is shown 
by the report of Henry Best, Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, for the six months ending May 31.

LAND LEAGUE CONVENTION POSTPONED. 


The Meeting at Philadelphia to Be Held 
After the Adjournment of Parliament. 
LINCOLN, Neb., June 3.—President John 

Fitzgerald of the Irish National League has 

issued the following bearing date of June 4: 
10 the Officers and Members of the Irish Nution- 

al Leaque o' America—DEAR SIRS: The Nation 

al convention called for the 9th and 10th of July 
at Philadelphia is postponed gntil after the 
present session of the British Parliament in com- 
pliance with the cabled advice of Mr. Parnell. 

For some time pastI have been in correspond- 

ence with Mr. Parneil and other Irish leaders, 

urging that.Mr. Parnell and some of his ablest 
colleugues should attend tne Philadelphia con- 
vention on the date named above, but tne re- 

— did not encourage the hope that we should 
ave an Irish delegation at @ convention. 

Finally I cabied William O’Brien the 27th of 

May as follows: ' 

‘*Urge necessity sending delegation to Phila- 
delphia convention July 9 Your presence with 
Protestant Nationalists would have beneficial 
effect."’ ‘ 

The morning of May 28I received the follow- 
ing cable: ‘‘O’Brien has shown me your tele- 
gram. Istrongly advise postponing convention 
until after session of Parliament.. "Pansana, 

I was at once convinced that Mr. Parnell must 
have had strong reasons for cabling the above 
request, Which, Dy every loyal member of the 
league, should be accepted as acommand. in 
order to have the fullest expression of opinion 
on the subject from the officers and members ot 
the National Executive Committee of the league 
the National Secretary sent the following tele- 
gram to each officerand member of the commit- 
tee: “Parnell cables stropgly advising a post- 
ponement of the convention until after the ses- 
sion of Parliament. Whuwt do you advise?” 

Thirty-three delegates, including the executive 
officers, favor compliance with Mr. Parnell’s 
wishes, three are opposed, and three could not be 
reached. I much regret the inconvenience caused 
to the Irishmen of Philadelphia on account of 
this postponement and the expense caused 
thereby paid by the National Treasurer. I feel 
sure the patriotism of the members of the 
league will recognize the wisdom of being gov- 
erned by the advice of Mr. Parnell, and of avoid- 
ing any action that might be construed as a revolt 
against his leadership. A postponement of a 
similar nature, and for exactly the same reason, 
took place in January, 1886, at which time a con- 
vention to be heid in Cnicago Was postponed at 
the cabled request of Mr. Parnell until after the 
close of the British Parliament then about to 
assemble, and did not convene until August of 
the same year. 

The statemcnt that the postponement of the 
convention isin any way connected with the 
abominable murder of Dr. Cronin is absolutely 
false. The sole and ali sufficient reason for Mr. 
Parnell’s request is that opportunity may be 
given the Insh leaders to attend the convention 
without absenting themselves from tneir parlia- 
mentary dnities at the present critical time. 
A little patience is all that is asked 
from the Irishmen of Philadelphia. The 
Irish National League of America 
was founded to aid and not to thwart the recog. 
nized leader of the Irish people. Opposition to 
his plans at the present time would be next to 
treason to the Irish cause, ana I am confident 
that, no matter at what sacrifice, the postpone- 
ment of the convention at Mr. Parnell’s desire 
until after the session of Parliament will meet 
with the unqualified approval of every right 
thinking friend of Ireland.

Among other 
things the Supreme Court said: ‘The ques- 
tion here presented is not one of with- 
holding altogether instantaneous quotations 
and information respecting. tne price at 
which grain and provisions are sold on 
the market of the exchange; nor is 
it one of discrimination between the board's own 


“members and such persons as are not members 


in giving such information.’ The attorney tor 
the board moved for a rehearing of the case and 
asked the court to at least modify or add to its 
opinion so as to avoid all doubt as to what the 
court meant, the language of the court just 
quoted being equivocal, and in the petition for 
rehearing the court was asked to detinitely say 
whether the board, under its charter, Was in 
duty bound to collect and* disseminate from its 
hali of exchange any market statistics what- 
ever. The court was also asked to say whether 
the board could give the quotations to its own 
members ouly, denying them to all outside par- 
ties, provided there was no discrimination as be- 
tween such outside parties. Those were pretty 
plain questions and they cailed for @ plain an- 
swer, und we got it. In passing on the petition 
for a rehearing the Supreme Court said: ‘We 
do not wish to be understood as holding that the 
Board of Trade is bound by law to continue the 
business of collecting and furnishing to the pub- 
lic market quotations or that it may not volun- 
tarily abandon such business, but we hold that 
so long as it continues to do so, either directly 
or indirectly, it must do it without unjust dis- 
crimination as to persons and must furnish mar- 
xet quotations to all who desire to obtain them 
for lawful purposes upon the same terms.’ 

“Ifit meant anything that language meant 
that if we didn’t want to carry our cargo we 
could scuttle the ship and let her go down, and 
that is what we did. Based on this tinal opinion 
of the Supreme Court, the directors of the board 
resolved May 14, 1889, to discontinue all quota- 
tions to the pubilic—that is. to all parties not 
members of the board—on and after May 3l.

cial world of the discontinuance of the Stock Ex- 
Change quotation tickers was much more defin- 
itely realized this morning than it was Saturday. 
Today the demoralizing effect that was felt 
among brokers and their customers justifies all 
the predictions made as to the serious conse- 
quences of the action of the Stock Exchange. 
The Stock Exchange has taken a two-edged 
sword in its hand, and it is growing more evident 
that. members of the New York Stock Exchange 
are suffering severely from the consequences of 
the Governors’ move. 
Consolidated Exchange and the bucket shops 
has acted like a boomerang, and it is not certain, 
moreover, that the injury inflicted by the ex- 
change on its members is only temporary. The 
lesser exchange is making the most of its advan- 
tage in continuing to supply its members and - 
patrons with the regular ticker service of trans- 
actions on its floor, and is employing every effort 
to use its opportunity for obtaining public favor. 
Business at the Consolidated Exchange was re- 
sumed this morning at a lively rate, while at the 
Stock Exchange business lagged from the indis- 
position of regular speculators and investors to 
give commissions to Stock Exchange brokers on 
the comparatively meagre and late informauon 
as to the market obtainable at brokers’ offices.

CHICAGO, June 3.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
1, The coliege is legally incorporated and has 
the same right to confer degrees that any other 


college has. 

2. No diploma ever has been or ever will be 
sold, and no degree ts conferred upon .any one 
who does not show satis*‘uctory evidence of 
scholarship entitling him thereto, to be passed 
on by the college council. 

3. It has not been shown that a single degree, 
Ronorary or otherwise, has thus far been con- 
ferred on an unworthy person, though that is 
sometimes liable to happen in any college. 

4. Our requirements for admission to any of 
the regular college courses are as high as those 
of Ann Arbor or Harvard, and they are higher 
than those of most colleges.

AMONG THE RAILROADS, 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC'S WiITH- 
DRAWAL MEANS MISCHIEF, 


Ostensibly Making War on the Canadian 
Pacific It Is Also Out Gunning for All 
Its Competitors—An Appeal to Be Made 
to. the Inter-State Commission—tast 
Bound Freight Shipments Light—Uther 
items— Mix<cellaneous Notes, ; 


The withdrawal of the Southern Pacific from 
the Transcontinental Association will no doubt 
prove a most serious matter for the Eastern con- 
nections of that roadand also forthe overland 
lines independent of the Southera Pacific. It is 
the evident intention of the latter to matte an in- 
dependent fight against the Canadian Pacifi 
gardless of the desires of competing or conneet> 
ing lines. The latter cannot possibly accept” 
such low rates as the Southern Pacific means to. 


make to crowd out the Canadian Paeific, because - 


they have to protect their local intermediate bus- 
iness. To base their intermediate rates upon 
the low rates the Ceatral Trafic will have to make — 
to meet the Canadian Pacilic’s bi:siness would 
mean ruin to nearly every line west of 
the Missouri, River. The Southern Pacific is 
differently situuted and can make through rates 
as low as i} chooses witbout disturbing its lo¢al 
rates. Ithasathrough line to New York via 
New Orleans (Sunset Route) entirety under its 
own control, the entire earnings of which go into 
its own treasury. There are no local points that 
need protection anywhere on this line. By ap- 
viying its low rates to this line only, 1t not only 
uvolds auy possible conflict with the provisions 
of the Inter-State Commerce law, but it will 
also be able to avsorb all transcohtinental 
traffic without the necessity of diyidmg with 
competing or connecting lines. Perthermore, 
such action will force ail business toand from in- 
terior points to go via San Francisco, 
and enable it to appiy its extortionate 
local tariffs on such traffic, which will in ameas- 
ure remunerate it for the low rates it is com- 
pelled to make on through trafile between Pa- 
cifle and Atlantic coast points. It is generally 
admitted by the maragers of Western roads that 
the Southern Pacific means mischief, and thatits 
main object is to crowd all other lines out of the 
transcontinental traftic. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, Northern 
Pacific, and Uniow Pacific Raiifoads will be most 
severely affected by the action of the Southern 
Pacific. The loss of tneir transcentinental buat- 
ness will materially reduce their revenues... They 
cannot possibty compete for the through” busi- 
ness without suffering still greater loss 
frum a reduction in local rates. They 
will, it is understood, apply to 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
for relief, asking that the operation of the long 
and short haul clause be suspended on transcon- 
tinental through truffle. Euteven if this relief 
is granted it wili avail them but little, as they 
cannot take busines¢ at such low réfes as the 
Southern Pacific and Canadian Pacifiesvill be 
able to make without losing money. le the 
Southern Pacific is trying to create th® imovres- 
sion that its action was entirely due to the com- 
petition of the Canadian Pacific it i¢ the @pinion 
that its desire to shut out the Northefa Pacific, 
Santa Fé, and Union Pacific from p tpation 
in the transcontinental business was largely in- 
strumental. 


East-Bound Freight Shipments. 

The shipments of all kiads of freight except 
live stock from Chicago to through and local 
pointsin the East by the various east-bound 
roads for the week ending last Saturday amount- 
ed to 38,409 tons, against 41,198 tons for the week 
previous, a decrease of 2,759 tons.. There is 
scarcely any grain being shipped by the ali‘rail 
lines from this city except oats, and even this 
article does not move as freely as it should, 
Under ordinary circumstances all oats would be 
shipped by rail on account «f their light weight, 
which makes them less ; ‘itable to lake lines 
than other grain. But eveu outs cannot stand 
the existing high grain rates charged by the rail- 
roads. Through shipments of corn by rail 
have entirely ceased, Only 858 tons were 
shipped by all the lines during the last 
week, and all of this went to non-competitive 
interior local points that conid not be reached in 
any other way. An effort was made during the 
week by the Baltimore & Onio to bring about @ 
reduction in tne corn raie from 2 cents per 100 
pounds to 2 cents, Chicago to N York, and 
the proposition was put to a vote of the roads in 
the Punk Lines and Centra! Traffic Associanons. 
Notice was given by Chairman Fink yesterday 
tliat the proposition has been voted down and 
that no reduction will be made. The Central 
Traffic Association roads are all anxious that @ 
reduction should be made, Dut the trunk lines 
(which control the situation) will not have it. 
The latter prefer to force the business on the 
lake line’ ana get it from them at eastern Lake 
Erie ports. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard poimts 
and for export by the varioug Central Trafle As- 
sociation roads during the last week &mounted 
to 14.758 tons, aguinst 17.495 tons for the week 
previous. a decrease of 2,727 tons. The total 
shipments for the corresponding week last year 
amounted to 14,248 tons. The flour shipments 
were 1,261 tons, against 3,073 last year; grain 
7,705, against 6,445, and provisions 5,79, against 
4,230. The percentages curried by the various 
roads were: Chicago & Grand Trunk, 21.9; Mich- 
igan Central, 27.9; Lake Shore, 13.5; Fort Wayne, 
16: Pun-Handie, 5.5; Baltimore, 7.6; Niekel- 
Plate, 7.6.

BILLS BEFORE THE GOVERNOR. 


Gov. Fifer Likely to Veto the Obnoxious 
Street-Car Bill—RBilla Approved. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 3—[Special.]—The 
chances for the Governor signing the bill 
granting to street-car companies the power 
to change their motive power without tne 
consent of the City Council seem to be grow- 
ing less each day. Jonas Hutchinson had 
another audience with the Governor today, 
and made a strong argument against the 
measure being made a law, his principal ob- 
jection being that cities, towns, and villages 
should be left to regulate such matters, and 
itis known that the Governor is favorable 
to this view of the cass. Representative 
Wells of Adams, the author of the measure, 
was also heard, and cited the fact that in tne 
State of New Yorkall the legislation for the 
City of New York is done by the General 
Assembly of that Commoaweaith. The Gov- 
ernor has as yet taken no action in the mat 
ter, but will determine what he willdoina 
day or two. 

Among the bills signed today were the fol- 
lowing: To make it a penitentiary offense 
for the keeper of a brothel or house of pros- 
titution to harbor an unmarried female un- 
der the age of 18; the bill making good the 
present defects in the banking law; provid- 
that where the damage done to sheep by dogs 
is less than $4 the affidavitof the owner shail 
be sufficient proof; allowing persons to con- 
nect with drains in drainage districts upon 
paying their proportionate share of the orig- 
inal cost; allowing the officers of building 
and loan associations to release mortgages; 
proviiing that a person may be sent to the 
penitentiary for life or any numoer of years 
for kidnaping a child under 12 years; requir- 
‘ng persons in charge of steam boilers in 
cities to obtain a permit of competency; g:v- 
ing judges and cierks at school elections in 
cities $3 per day; and providing for the ap- 
pointment of public guardians in each county 
in the State. 

The Governor still has in his possession 
about a dozen bills tnat are yet unsigned. 


CHARGED WITH MURDERING A PATIENT. 


Attendants in the Rochester, Minn., Insane 
Asviam Held for Trial. 

Winona, Minn., June 3.—[Special.]—The 
attendants, Beckman and Peterson, charged 
with murdering an insane patient at the 
Rochester Asylum, have waived examination 
and been remanded to jail without bail. 
They stated to some friends that they killed 
the patieut in self-defense. Miss Willard, an 
ex-attendant at the asylum, says she saw an- 
other female attendant strike an old lady 
who was partially insane with a bunch of 
heavy keys, knocking out two teeth. Nu- 
merous cases of abuse are reported. Secre- 
tary Hart of the State Boara of Charities and 
Corrections is at Rochester making a 
thorough investigation of the matter under 
the direction of Gov. Merriam.
